lUver.  wWch' realBted  foar  deaperate  at- 
tacks until  It  was  finally  decided  to  take 
this  potiltlon  at  tha  point  of  the  bayonet 
vlthout  a  rtiot  of  any  kind  being  fired 
to  rob  the  attaok  of  Its  surprise  nature. 
The  attack  was  made  along  three-quar- 
ters of  a  mile  front  under  cover  of 
darknesH.

The  British  battalions  were  formed  in 
comparatively  close  order,  and  at  the 
whlapered  word  of  command,  repeated 
along  the  line,  trudged  forward  Into  the 
night.  Qrlm  and  client  figures  tbey 
were,  iwme  In  klU»»,  some  In  plain 
khaki,  each  mgn  wearing  a'  ateel  hel- 
met, each  having  a  firm  grip  on  hla 
rifle,  wlOi  fixed  bayonet,  the  polished 
•urfade  of  which,  however,  eavght  no 
reflecting  glint  In  the' enveloping  dark- 
nesa. 

Overhend  shells  were  droning,  and 
back  af  the  lines  guns  could  be  heard. 
But  it  was  .only  a  desultory  bombard- 
ment gaing  on,  and  there  were  /leetli^g 
Intervals  of  strange  quiet  Just  wheeathe 
determined  line  of  British,  ti'oops  was 
approaching  their  unsuspecting  grey- 
olad  foes.

The  British  have  given  unceasing  at- 
tention to  bayonet  nghtlng  drill  In  the 
past  two  years.  The  month  of  training 
in  England  has  been  supplemented  by 
post-graduate  couraes  in  the  great 
training  campa  in  France  and  continued 
as  the  units  passed  down  through  the 
corps  into  the  divisions,  brigades  and 
battalions.  The  night  before  the  Arraa 
attack,  some  sergeants  could  be  heard 
giving  their  platoons  laat  instruetlons. 
One  of  theae  groups  formed  a  ourlous 
picture  in  the  moonlight,  where  all  the 
air  waa  electric  with  preparations  of 
the   coming    clash   at   dawn. 

TraOle  along  the  choked  rend  leading 
toward  the  point  of  contact  with  the 
enemy  suddenly  stopped  because  of  a 
temporary  block.  The  throbbing  motor 
enginaa  were  throttled  down  to  an  al- 
most Inaudible  purr;  the  tired  horses 
dragging  army  wagons  or  artillery 
Itmbfrs,  also  stood  with  the  stillnesi  of 
nearly  exhausted  animals.  Their  drivers" 
heads  dropped  lln»p  as  they  snatched 
a  few  moments  of  sleep.

"Our  torpedo  boata  Tueaday  night  at- 
tacked the  fortresa  and  roadstead  of 
Dunkirk  from  a  diatance  of  3J>00  meUea. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty  exploaive  shells 
were  fired  against  the  harbor  works: 
the  Ore  from  the  enemy  coast  batteries 
waa  Ineffective. 

"After  the  bombardment  the  roadateaS 
was  searched  for  hostile  craft,  resulting 
in  a  short  engagement  with  two  French 
torpedo  boats,  one  of  which  was  appar- 
ently ^unk.  An  outpost  vessel  waa  en- 
countered aoon  afterwarda  and  deatroyed 
by  gunflre.  An  attempt  to  rescue  the 
survivors  of  both  vessels  had  to  be 
abandoned  owing  to  a  flarce  outburat  of 
gunflre  from  the  shore  batteries. 

"All  our  vessels  returned  undamaged; 
there  were  no  casualties."

It  is  hoped,  will  permit 
of  the  meeting  of  ordinary  expenditures 
were  set  fourth  in  four  measures 
brought  down  In  the  legislature  yes- 
terday afternoon  by  the  Minister  of 
rinanee.  One  bill  Is  to  amend  the  ex- 
isting "Taxation  Act,"  whereby  the 
fees  payable  up  to  June  30,  under  the 
existing  rates  and  the  notices  of  which 
have  already  been  Issued,  will  be  ma- 
terially increased.  The  other  three 
bills  provide  for  the  hicreased  taxation 
In  subsequent  years. 

For  the  present  year,  the  real  pro- 
perty tax  of  one-half  of  one  ner  cent 
an  other  than  wild  laifd,  c6al  and  tim- 
bar  land,  is  Increased  to  ona  per  cent: 
wild  ^nd,  from  four  to  ITve  per  cent; 
on  coal  lartd,  no  change:  on  timber 
land,  no  change;  perlional  property, 
from    one-hAlf   to  one   per  cent. 

On  Incomes  the  $1,000  exemption  re- 
mains. Up  to  12.000  the  tax  remains 
at  one  per  cent;  |2,00O-t3.O00,  remains 
aat  one  and  one-quarter  per  cent; 
$3,000-44,000,  one  and  one-half  per 
cent  Increaaed  to  two  per  cent;  $4,000- 
$t,000,  from  two  to  four  per  cent; 
f7,000-410,0'00,  Ave  .  per  cent;  $10,000- 
$20,000,  aaren  and  one-half  per  cent; 
over  $20,000,   t«n   per  cent. 

The  existing  tax  of  $1,600  on  banks 
with  one  place  of  business,  and  $260 
on  each  branch  office,  is  doubled.  The 
one  per  cent  tax  levied  on  corporations 
and  lands  of  railways,  is  doubled  to 
two  per  cent. 

The  poll  tax  to  become  effective 
June  1,  of  this  year  on  every  male" 
person  other  than  a  man  over  60  years 
of  age,  a  militiaman,  or  on  military  or 
naval  aervlce,  or  anyon>  who  has  paid 
taxea  or  licence  fees  to  the  Province  of 
the  amount  of  $5,  will  be  $'S. 

A  apeclal  bill  called  the  "Sur-Tax 
Act"  provides  for  further  taxes  on  In- 
comes not  touched  under  the  amend- 
ment to  the  Taxation  Act.  For  InsUnce, 
a  special  tax  of  seven  and  onk-half  per 
cant  la  levied  on  Incomes  over  $50,000 
in  addition  to  the  twenty  per  cant 
levied   on  those  over  $20,009. 

Tha  amusement  tax  is  graded  aa  fol- 
lows: where  admission  is  not  more 
than  ten  cenU,  twa  cents;  mora  than 
ten  and  not  more  than  fifty  cents,  five 
cents;  more  t'ftan  fifty  cents  and  not 
more  than  one  dollar,  ten  cents:  over 
ona  foliar,  fifteen  cents.  The  ActdoeA 
n<K  apply  to  rellgloils  or  seml-reltglous 
enterUlhmenta,  fairs  or  exhibitions  un- 
der the  Agrioultural  Act,  exhibition  of 
paintings  or  those  the  entire  proceeds 
of  which  are  devoted  to  patriotic  «g 
charitable  purposes.  The  Government 
will  supply  tickets  to  amusement  places, 
the  proprietors .  of  which  will  be  paid 
a  commission  on   their  aale.

From  the  dugout*  of  Vimy  ridge  and 
from  prlsonera  taken  there  were  obtained 
many  lettera,  diarlee  and  other  documento 
ladicatlns  the  effleleiioy  of  our  prepara- 
tory artillery  fire,  aa  well  aa  the  accuracy 
of  ox^  information,  on  which  It  wae  baeed. 
Borne  of  these  have  b^n  tranelated.  Tbey 
prove  that  the  enemy  had  heavy  loeaes  In 
men  and  mateHal  before  the  Canadian  In- 
fantry waa  looeed  upon  them,  and  that  even 
mere  aertoua  waa  the  enemy  loie  of  confi- 
dence aa  ha  eaw  hie  trenchea  blown  away 
and  hla  guna  burted.  "Hell  I*  let  loose"— 
In  thla  phraae  a  Oerman  gunner  chronicled 
In  hla  diary  on  Maroh  II,  the  date  of  the 
opening    of    our    artillery    attaeka. 

Tha  diary  than  telle  the  fate  of  the  bat- 
tery. "The  gun  layers  of  the  flrat  aon  are 
wounded  and  the  third  gun  emaihed.  The 
Ensllehman  has  attained  hla  object.  We 
aro  absolutely  smoked  out,  and  have  not  a 
run  left  that  ta  ready  for  action.  The  am- 
munition   has    been    exploded." 

The  guna  «|ore  fixed  up  and  moved  to  a 
new  position,  the  diary  discloses,  but  still, 
day  and  night,  the  terrible  hall  of  devas- 
tation continues.  The  last  entry  reads: 
"Every  battery  Is  constantly  getting 
casualties.  Tommy  uses  hla  ammunition  as 
If   It  were    grains   of   sand." 

EverytlOag  Borled 
The  record  of  a  trench  mortar  battery 
shows  that  day  after  day  the  mortars  were 
burled;  day  after  day  the  patient  gunners 
dua  out  their  weapons,  only  to  have  them 
burled  again  deeper  than  before.  In 
despair  the  day  before  the  aaaault  the  gun-

the  enemy's  trenches  upon  the  Infantry 
who  occupied  them  ,1s  described  tn  a 
number  of  graphic  phrases.  Just  before  the 
assault  an  Infantryman  made  this  record: 
"Nobody  Imagines  how  frantic  It  is 
here.  It  Is  almost  worse  than  the  fiomme. 
There  Is  no  longer  a  trench:  only  shell 
holes  and  mine  craters.  Iiosses  on  losses. 
We  are  now  only  a  third,  and  two-thirds 
are  missing.  Hera  one  can  only  give  hope, 
aa  If  this  lasts  a  fortnight  longer  nothing 
will  remain  of  the  division.  Ona  Is  xip 
to  the  middle  In  mud  and  filth.  One  al- 
most despairs,  but  there  Is  nothing  one 
can  do,  unless  one  wishes  to  ."  Hero 
the    dairy    ends. 

What  the  writer's  way  out  was  never 
known. 

The  corr<>ipondent  hopes  that  these  ex- 
tracts will  spur  the  hundred  thousand  mu- 
nition* makers  In  Canada  to  their  maxi- 
mum effort,  so  that  the  proeesa  of  blast- 
ing the  enemy  out  of  France  may  proceed 
day  and  night  without  risk  of  exhaustion 
of    pr^jeotriea.

WASHINGTON,  April  26.— Rear-A«- 
mlral  Sir  Dudley  R.  8.  De  Chair,  the 
veteran  naval  officer  of  Great  Britain's 
war  commission  to  the  United  States, 
gave  Washington  newspaper  correspon- 
dentv  today  a  first  hand  story  of  some 
of  his  experiences  during  the  two  yeara 
he  commanded  a  patrol  fleet  chasing 
German  submarines.  Without  minimis- 
ing the  gravity  of  the  submarine  men- 
ace, he  confidently  predicted  that  It 
would  be  overcome. 

Commenting  on  suggestions  that  Ger- 
many might  undertake  a  submarine 
campaign  on  the  American  coast,  the 
Admiral  said  this  would  not  be  profit- 
able from  the  German  point  of  view 
without  extensive  supply  bases  on  thla 
side  of  the  Atlantic. 

The  Admiral  spoke  of  the  memorable 

lessons    the    Allies   had    learned    in    the 

-war.   and    said  hh' and    hla    oetleagues 

had  come  to  place  thnm  at  the  dinpoaal 

of   the  Americait  Government. 

"I  only  wish,"  he  said,  "that  I  could 
tell  you  the  number  of  German  sub- 
marines that  we  have  sunk.  Unfor- 
tunat^y  that  Is  a  naval  secret,  aa  also 
are  the  means  of  detection  of  subma- 
rines and  of  combatting  them,  which  it 
win  be  necessary  to  guard  in  closeet 
secrecy  until  the  end  of  the  war.  Tour 
navy  has  been  furnished  with  full  de- 
tails, however,  by  the  present  mission." 
Woald  Meed  Baaoa 

Of  the  prospect  of  submarines  ap- 
pearing In  American  waters.  Admiral 
De  Chair  aald: 

"It  would  not  pay  Germany  to  In- 
augurate a  general  submarine  campaign 
oft  the  American  coast  unless  she  could 
also  establish  baaea  here.  Each  subma- 
rine carries  from  8  to  10  torpedoae,  be- 
sides a  limited  fuel  supply,  which  would 
be  wasted  In  the  long  trip  over  and 
bacX,  not  to  mention  the  warm  recep- 
tion she  would  receive.  Mother  subma- 
rines, to  supply  fuel  and  torpedoes  are 
known  to  be  In  operation,  1»ut  little 
direct  evidence  haa  been  received  that 
tbey  are  successful.  The  great  diffi- 
culty In  locating  the  submarines  on  pa- 
trol is  largely  responalble.  Aa  a  result 
the  Germans  prefer  to  stay  out  for  two 
or  three  weeks  and  then  return  to  port, 
whence  they  are  aent  out  again  almoat 
before  the  crews  have  had  time  to  reach 
shore. 

"Nobody  knows  exactly  how  many 
submarines  the  Germans  aro  building, 
but  we  know  they  are  working  at 
feverish  speed,  and  have  heard  reporta 
that  they  are  turning  out  from  one  to 
three  a  week.  The  time  of  construc- 
tldn  Is  about  eight  months,  with  a 
similar  length  of  time  fpr  torpedoes, 
and  great  uncertainty  exista  as  to  how 
long  Germaay  can  continue  to  nopply 
both  vessels  and  torpedoes.  We  only 
wish  the  press  could  help  us  to  learn 
this. 

"The  crew  of  a  submarine  as  a  rule 
requires  from  one  to  six  weeks  to  two 
months  training,  but  the  officers  and 
other  experts  require  at  leaat  three 
months.  Thore  have  been  many  re- 
ports that  the  Germans  have  bees 
forced  to  weaken  the  personnel  of  tha 
high  sea  fleet  to  maintain  their  sup- 
'ply  of  seamen,  but  of  this  we  are  un- 
certain. It  Is  absolutely  true,  how- 
ever, that  some  of  the  captured  crews 
are  nearly  crasy  and  wholly  sick  of 
their  Job. 

"The  best  defence  against  aubma- 
rltoes.  we  have  found.  Is  the  armed 
ship.  During  the  early  days  they  en- 
tirely veered  away  from  such  Teasels, 
and  even  now  only  attack  when  sab- 
merged,  when  H  is  neceeaary  to  waata 
a  torpedo,  which  often  can  be  dodged. 
and  to  expose  the  submarine  Itaelf  to 
destmctlon.  We  have  found  that  they 
are  very  much  disconcerted  It  aa 
armed  ship  turns  on  them  direct  and

"April  2S  and  24  six  German  aero- 
planes were  brought  down  in  aerial  en- 
gagementa  by  our  pilots.

WAR  CORRBSPONDEXT8'  HEAD- 
QUABTERB,  AprU  »,  via  ItoodOB.  ApfU 
Zt.—iBy  Philip  Olbba.)— The  batlla- 
which  1«  Btlll  In  procreoa  east  of  Arraa 
'.a  developlnc  rather  like  the  early  days 
of  the  Somme  battlea,  when  our  men 
foufbt  atubbornly  to  vain  or  resaln  a 
few  hundred  yarda  of  trenchea.  In  which 
the  enemy  reelated  under  cover  of  great 
funflre  and  to  which  he  cent  up  atrong 
bodies  of  supporting  troopa  to  drive  our 
men  out  by  counter-attacka  In  the 
ground  eaat  of  Monoby.  between  the 
3«ari>e  and  the  Seneee  Rivera,  the  att> 
uatlon  la  exactly  like  that,  and  the  line 
of  battle  ebbe  to  and  fro  In  an  aaton- 
lahlng  way,  Brltiah  and  German  troopa 
nghting  backward  and  forward  over  Uie 
aame   ground   with   alternating   euceesa. 

An  attack  made  by  Scottlah  troops 
yesterday  afternoon  and  English  troops 
at  >:S0  this  morniog  re-establlahed  our 
line  on  this  side  of  the  two  woods  called 
Bole  du  Vert  and  Bois  du  Bart,  and  on 
the  further  side  of  Guemappe.  Partler 
3f  Brttish  troops  who  had  been  cut  oft 
<ind  were  believed  to  be  In  the  hands  of 
the  enemy  were  recovered  yesterday, 
havinK  held  out  In  a  most  gallant  way 
In  isolated  poaitlona.  Among  them  were 
some  of  the  Argyiea  and  men  of  the 
Midtlescx  Regiment.  Our  barrage  pre- 
cudlng  an  Infantry  attack  actually 
swept  over  them,  and  they  gave  them- 
nelves  up  for  loat,  but  escaped  the  Brit- 
ish shells  and  the  German  sheila,  which 
burst  all  around  aeemlngly  In  competi- 
tion for  their  Uvea. 

Sold  Omt  for  BaTa 

A  similar  case  happened  with  a  party 
of  Worcester  <nen  recovered  last  night. 
They  were  cut  oft  in  a  small  copse  and 
lay  quiet  there  for  aeveral  days,  sur- 
rounded by  the  enemy.  They  had  their 
"iron  rations"  with  them,  and  lived  on 
them  until  they  were  gone.  They  were 
then  starving  and  suffering  great  agony 
from  lack  of  water,  but  atlll  would  not 
surrender,  and  last  night  were  rewarded 
for  their  enduranoe  by  seeing  the  enemy 
retire  before  the  advancing  waves  of 
British  troops. 

The  enemy  la  auffering  big  loaaea, 
but  repUces  them  each  time  by  fresh 
battalions.  They  continue  to  show  a 
determination,  to  hold  us  back  from 
nearer  approach  to  the  Hlndenburg  line, 
in  apite  of  the  frightful  oaaualtlea  al- 
ready suffered.  It  la  Impossible  to  es- 
timate the  German  losses  during  the 
past  three  days. 

In  the  flrst  counter-attack  our  line 
opposite  Monchy,  between  2,000  and 
3,000  Germans  left  the  Hols  du  Vert, 
but  after  many  hundredi  had  fallen, 
they  retired  to  reorganize.  The  aeoond 
attack  was  in  greater  numbers  and 
rolled  back  our  line  for  a  time,  but  the 
enemy  has  now  ^een  forced  to  retire  to 
Its  old  position  in  the  woods,  which  we 
kept  continually  under  an  Intense  Are, 
so  that  great  slaughter  must  be  there. 

Our  guns  never  cease  their  laboring, 
night  and  day,  and  are  shelling  the  en- 
emy's Infantry  positions,  batteries,  lines 
of  communication,  rail  heads  and  cross 
roads,  so  that  no  troops  may  move  ex- 
cept under  .the  menace  of  death'  or  mu- 
tilation. 

Nevertheless,  faced  by  the  great  pert! 
to  his  main  defensive  lines,  the  enemy 
Is  massing  troops  rapidly  for  a  battle 
on  even  a  biggei;  scale.  Our  own  men 
are  passing  through  the  flery  ordeal 
with  that  courage  which  is  now  known 
to  the  whole  world,  so  that  I  need  not 
labor  to  describe  It— a  patient  courage 
In  great  hardships,  great  self-sacrtrtce 
in  the  midst  of  great  perils,  sane  and 
unbroken  in  apite  of  horrors  upon  which 
the  Imagination  dare  not  dwelL

Sir  Charles  Davidson  Report^ 
That  Inspection  of  Saddlery

LONDON,  April  26.— Today  was  the 
fourth  day  of  the  terrific  battle  on  the 
British  front  In  France.  It  would  seem 
as  If  the  revolutionary  mutterlngs  which 
were  ominously  swelling  through  the 
Central  Empires  prior  to  the  Inception 
of  the  great  battle  were  drowned  In 
the  thunders  of  the  -battlefield,  but  in- 
dications are  not  lacking  that  moment- 
ous events  are  about  to  occui^  In  those 
countries. 

The  summary  adjournment  of  the 
Reichstag  when  its  sittings  had  barely 
opened,  is  given  added  significance  by 
hints  In  the  German  press  that  the  strike 
agitation  In  Germany  may  burst  forth 
with  renewed  violence  on  May  Day.  A 
nation-wide  labor  demonstration  in 
Sweden  also  Is  planned  for  that  day 
and  may  have  Its  counterpart  In  Spain. 

>fo  news  of  any  Importance  has  come 
from  Austria  In  several  days,  a  fact 
^hlch  has  given  fresh  vigor  to  the  ever- 
recurrent  report  of  Intentions  or  efforts 
on  the  part  of  the  Dual  Monarchy  to 
arrknge  a  separate  peace. 

No  confirmation  of  the  reports  Is 
available  from  any  reliable  source,  but 
there  are  more  definite  tidings  of  the 
status  of  affairs  in  Turkey.  Returning 
travelers  tell  appalling  stories  of  the  de- 
vastations wrought  by  disease  and 
starvation  In  the  Ottoman  Empire.

OTTAWA,  AprU  SO— Sir  Charles 
Davldaon.  the  commlsaloner  who  In- 
quired Into  war  oontraots,  baa  made  a 
report  upon  his  Inquiries  Into  state- 
ments made  by  memorandum  to  blm 
during  bis  sittings  In  Winnipeg,  to  the 
effect  that  saddlery  made  by  a  number 
of  Winnipeg  firms  had  not  been  prop- 
erly Inspeeted  and  that  the  Inspectors' 
etampa  had  frequently  been  Imposed  In 
their  abaeaoe. 

Sir  Charles  Davidson  says  that  Mr. 
John  Tbompson,  counsel  of  the  com- 
mission, had  upon  Inquiry  been  con- 
vinced that  the  oontraots  whose  in- 
spection was  Impugned  were  wholly 
British,  French  and  Russian.  Upon 
British  and  foreign  contracts  the  oom- 
mlsslon  waa  wholly  without  right  of 
Intrusion.  Mr.  Thompson,  therefore, 
secured,  a  list  of  those  contracts  made 
on  Canadian  account  with  the  firms 
mentioned.  These  were  the  Great  West 
Saddlery  Company.  Farmers'  Harness 
4b  Hardware  Company.  Winnipeg  Sad- 
dlery Company,  Trees  Sprlgg  A  Com- 
pany, Bordridge  Western,  Limited,  and 
their  work,  which  was  of  limited  ex- 
tent, haa  been  completed.  Evidence 
given  at  the  inquiry  ^'hlch  followed 
was  to  the  effect  that  the  charires 
could  not  apply  to  Canadian  contracta 
becauae  goods  made  under  auch  eon- 
tract*  were  not  Inapected  at  Winnipeg, 
Portage  la  Prairie  or  Brandon,  but  at 
Ottawa.

After  reviewing  the  testimony.  Sir 
Charles  comes  to  the  conrluslen  that 
"there  is  no  cause  to  bellr\'e  that  the 
Inspeetloq  of  ^Canadian  saddlery,  maira- 
factured  in  the  West,  waa  other  than 
efllcient.  The  fact  that  it  took  place 
at  Ottawa  stood  as  a  substantial  safe- 
guard against  a  contractor  risking  re- 
jection of  hla  work  here  on  aeoount 
of  under-standard  In  material  or  work- 
manship." At  the  same  time  Lleut.- 
Col.  Robert  Brown,  Inspector  of  harness 
and  saddlery  for  the  Department  of 
Militia  and  Defence,  made  an  Inquiry 
Into  the  Inspection  of  harness  made  In 
Winnipeg  for  the  French  Government. 
He  found  that  the  gooda  in  question 
met  with  the  approval  of  a  French  ex- 
pert then  In  Winnipeg,  and  examined 
them  himaelf.  He  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  there  was  no  ground  for 
recalling  the  inspectors,  and  held  that 
any  trouble  which  had  arisen  had  been 
caused  by.  over-anxiety  on  the  part  of 
the  new   Inspectors. 

Sir  Charles  has  alsb  reported  up«p 
complaints  with  regard  to  the  sub- 
sistence of  troopa  mobilised  at  Winni- 
peg at  the  outset  and  during  the  flrst 
Winter  of  the  war.  He  decides  that 
"the  commanding,  staff  and  regimen- 
tal offlcera  faithfully  performed  their 
dutlea;  that  the  caterera  were  dealgnat- 
ed  by  the  officer  commanding  the  dla- 
trlct:  that  tbey  were  aubjeot  to  cloae 
Bupervlslon;  that  sub-letting  of  priv- 
ileges was  not  recognised:  that  cater- 
fng  as  contrasted  with  rationing  was 
not  desirable;  that  the  latter  system 
was  adopted  at  Winnipeg  with  all  pos- 
sible speed;  that  while  on  some  occa- 
sions cause  for  complaints  arose  they 
received  prompt  attention  and  that  the 
men  were  not  underfed."

MAKE  ATTACKS 


Enemy  Desperately  Endeavoring 
to  Prevent  British  Approach 
to  New  Line  of  Defence — 
His  Losses  Enormous. 


LONDON,  April  26.— At  the  Canadian 
hospiUl  at  Ramsgate  lies  Pte.  S.  D. 
Rlchey,  aged  It,  of  Winnipeg,  who  baa 
the  distinction  of  having  sniped  thir- 
teen Germans  In  twenty  minutea.  The 
medical  officer  at  Ramsgate  wrote  for 
conflrmetlon  of  this  and  Lieut.  Torrle 
replied  that  on  the  day  In  question  "we 
had  been  suffering  Innumerable  casual- 
ties from  German  snipers.  I  found  the 
major  shot  through  the  heart.  I  called 
for  a  good  shot  and  Rlchey  offered  to 
try  and  get  rid  of  them.  I  gava  him  the 
direction  and  the  range  and  saw  Mm 
diapoae  of  thirteen.  I  mlsaed  Richey 
greatly  when  he  became  a  casualty." 

Pta  Rlchey  has  been  recommended 
for  the  DIstinguiabed  Conduct  Medal 
and  already  has  received  tlS  head  money 
from  a  Londoner.  A  brother,  Pta  W. 
J.  Richer,  of  tbe  Field  Ambalanea,  al- 
ready has  received  the  MUltary  MedaL

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.  April  36.— (Prom  a  SUff  Cor- 
respondent of  the  Associated  Press.) — 
There  has  been  a  comparative  lull  In 
the  fighting  east  of  Arras  in  the  laat  24 
hours,  the  German  counter-attacks  In 
the  effort  to  retake  the  poaitlona  cap- 
tured by  the  British  forces  in  Mon- 
day's push  having  worn  themselves  out. 
After  each  of  these  attacks  had  been 
thrown  back  the  British  troops  managed 
to   creep    forward    still    farther. 

Heavily  overcast  skies  are  giving  the 
German  airmen  a  brief  respite  from 
British  aerial  attacks,  enabling  them  to 
make  efforts  to  reorganise  their  badly 
damaged  squadrons,  for  In  four  days' 
flglillng'  the  Britlati  have  accounted  "for 
nearly  100  enemy  machines.  The  British 
airmen  were  praying  for  a  continuance 
of  clear  weather,  as  their  worrying  tac- 
tics had  provoked  the  Germans  Into 
heavy  fighting,  but  clouds  gathered  yes- 
terday and  today  also  the  skies  were 
overcast.  In  consequence  their  aircraft 
hunt    was    restricted. 

Owing  to  the  heavy  inroads  made  by 
British  airmen,  the  German  kite  bal- 
loons are  extremely  timid  these  days, 
although  the  Germans  depend  mostly  on 
them  for  artillery  observation.  They 
seldom  attempt  overhead  obaervatlon 
with  aeroplanes.  The  only  aircraft  seen 
on  this  side  of  the  line  are  fast  scouts 
which  attempt  raids  and  scurry  home 
again  In  the  clouds.  One  German  bal- 
loon which  was  set  adrift  yesterday 
landed  within  the  British  lines.

Stories  of  the  German  counter-attacks 
— there  have  been  eight  separate  at- 
tempts to  recapture  Gavrelle  since  Mon- 
day evenlng-t-tell  of  almost  Incredible 
tactics  employed  by  the  Germans  in 
sending  forward  troops  in  mass  foripa- 
tlon,  glvlnr  the  British  artillery  the 
greatest  opportunity  for  open  target 
shooUng  It  has  had  In  the  Ust  two  years. 
Several  thousand  gray  clad  Germans 
were  advancing  In  one  of  the  attacks 
late  Tuesday  when  the  Brltiah  ourtaln 
of  flre  shut  down  In  front  of  them. 
British  guns  flred  straight  through  the 
curtain  on  the  advancing  men.  Not  a 
man  passed  beyond  that  curuin,  and 
when  Us  obscuring  smoke  lifted  there 
was  not  a  moving  German  In  sight. 
Nothing  waa  to  be  se^n  but  ploughed 
ground  littered  with  sprawling  dead. 

One  British  regiment  has  a  particu- 
lar grievance  against  the  Germans.  The 
night  before  the  attack  a  stray  German 
shell  landed  direct  on  the  regimental 
rum  cart,  destroying  68  gallons.  Some 
of  the  men  who  had  been  sleeping  and 
Qghting  In  the  open  for  three  days  were 
depHved  of  their  "tots."  which  usually 
are  distributed  before  dawn  these  bit- 
terly cold  mornings.  There  were  sev- 
eral ammunition  dumps  which  might 
have  bsen  hit  by  the  shell,  but  as  luek 
would  have  It  the  rum  cart  waa  the 
mark.

ARTILLCTY  SUPERIOR 

DeSatte  Bstabllshiaeat  ef  Wktt  That   Brit- 
ish  Fercea   Have   Advaatage— 
Casaattles    lighter 

LONDON,  April  26.— "The  outstand- 
ing feature  of  the  second  phase  of  the 
Battle  of  Arras  is  the  deflnlte  establish- 
ment of  their  superiority  in  artillery  by 
the  British  forces,  and  it  is  due  to  this 
superiority  that  our  forces  have  been 
able  to  maintain  a  successful  offensive," 
said  Major-Oeneral  F.  B.  Maurice.  Chief 
Director  of  Military  Operatlona  at  the 
War  Office,  in  hla  weekly  talk  with  a 
represenUtlve  of  the  Associated  Press 
today. 

General  Maurice  declared  that  the 
Germans  had  drawn  on  their  stateglc 
reserve  and  brought  up  great  new 
forces  In  an  attempt  to  stem  the  on- 
naught.  but  that  the  British  machine 
was  working  without  a  hitch.  The  Ger- 
man lossee  had  been  terriflc,  and  thou- 
sands of  dead  were  lying  in  front  of  the 
British  lines. 

In  the  eighteen  days  of  the  Battle  of 
Arras.  General  Maurice  continued,  the 
Brttish  casualties  had  been  something 
less  than  half  what  tbey  were  in  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  Somme  of- 
fensive, while  the  number  of  prisoners 
and  guns  captured  were  much  greater 
than  In  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
Somipe  offenslri. 

He  also  said  that  the  British  have 
defiillteiy  established  their  superiority 
in  the  air. 


LO!fDON,  April  26.— From  especially 
well  Informed  sources  it  Is  learned  that 
there  is  some  ground  for  t>elievlng  that 
the  days  of  the  Quadruple  Alliance  are 
numbered.  No  statement  of  the  kind 
can.  of  course,  be  predicted  deftaltely. 
But  It  aaens  certain  that  Aoatrla  Is 
le^dng  remid  for  waya  and  roeana  of 
shaking  off  the  Gdrmaa  fetters  which 
bind  her  to  a  eontlnuafton  of  the  war, 
from  which  she  can  expect  no  eolld  gain.

A  correspondent's  dispatch  from 
French  Headquartara  yeaterday  ap^e  of 
the  importance  to  the  CtoraMae  at  hold- 
ing Cmoane,  which  eommanda  tlrn  main 
road  from  Rhelma  to  Laaa.  It  la  aald 
that  the  enamy'a  poaseaalon  of  thla 
plaee  will  tbraaun  the  French  advance 
acroaa  the  flat  lands  towards  Lean. 
Thia  autement  la  of  great  Interest  In 
view  of  an  article  by  the  military  critic 
of  fje  Matin  whieh  appeared  last  week. 
He  argued  ap  the  assumption  that  von 
HInaanbanr  Waa  planning  to  repeat  Na- 
poleon's famous  manoeuvre  at  Auater- 
liu  and  compared  the  great  Coralcan'a 
Btrategy  with  a  view  to  making  it  ap- 
plicable to  the  Weatam  front.  We 
quote: 

Napoleon's  plan  agalnat  the  Joint 
Austrlan-Ruaaian  foreea  en  Decem- 
ber 2,  1S06.  waa  to  withdraw  hia  cen- 
tra from  the  plateau,  letting  hla  left 
wing  rest  en  hilly  ground,  and  hie 
right  wing  on  the  marshes.  The  right 
wing  Waa  ordered  to  draw  back  grad- 
ually.  while  tha  left  stood  firm.  The 
enemy  seeing  the  centre  fallen  back, 
oonoentratod  all  his  efforts  on  either 
wins,  when  the  Smperor  suddenly 
hurled  hla  reaervee  agalnat  tha  enemy 
centre,  which  had  been  weakened  ant 
gave  way,  thua  causing  diaaater  ta 
both  wings.  It  can  be  aald  that  Hln- 
denburg  began  hia  manoeuvrea  by 
withdrawing  his  centre  opposite  the 
British  front,  then  continuing  tha 
mavement  to  Champagne,  taking  care 
to  rase  tba  country  from  which  he  was 
retiring,  as  his  object  la  liet  to  reaeise 
the  abandoned  districts,  but  to  destroy 
his  opponents'  armies. 

Hla  next  step.  If  he  followa  the 
Napoleonic  plan,  would  be  to  cover  hie 
right  which  rests  on  the  mining  dia- 
trlct  of  X<ena.  to  fall  back  atep  by  atep 
— >IA  tbla  case  the  Lens  district  would 
play  the  same  role  as  the  nfiarshea  at 
Austerllts.  Hla  left  Wing  resting  on 
the  Craonne  ridge  would  be  forced  to 
bold  out  at  all  coata.  a*  tbls  would 
be  the  pivot  for  future  movementa. 
When  the  right  moment  would  come 
Hlndenburg  would  throw  hia  atrateglc 
reservea  on  the  plateau  of  the  Otse, 
where,  if  he  broke  through  he  would 
be  oft~  the  main  road  leading  to  Parla. 

It  Is  known  Hlndenburg  ha*  ga- 
thered up  all  possible  resarvea  from 
ether  fronu.  On  the  other  hand,  he 
lacka  what  Napoleon  counted  most  at 
Austerlltx — the  unbeaten  veterans  of 
the  Grand  Army,  conquerors  of  Ger- 
maay,  Italy  an<|  EJgypt. 

If  thia  military  critic  la  correct  In 
hla  theories,  the  importance  of  Craonne 
at  onoe  beeoDiya  apparent.  But  he  doea 
not  seem  to  have  reckoned  with  the  fast 
that  aloag  the  greater  part  of  bis  front 
von  Hlndenburg's  retreat  ia  being 
f oread.  No  matter  how  great  the  lat- 
ter'a  atrateglo  reserrea  may  be^t  la  dlf- 
flonlt  to  anderataad  bow  tbay  could 
break  through  the  Allied  llaea.  The  ex- 
perlence  of  Verdun  la  a  case  in  point. 
The  Oanaaaa  strove  far  mont^  ta  that 
sector,  with  all  the  reserves  they  could 
command,  to  l>reak  the  French  llnea. 
Verdun'a  pre-war  atatua  aa  a  fortreea 
had  nothing  to  do  with  lU  strength  In 
rapelliag  attaoka,  for,  as  oa  atber  parte 
of  tha  line,  it  consisted  mainly  of  floM 
fortlOoatioaa  aad  waa  held  by  troopa 
•ghttng  from  open  antrenchmenta.  sisi- 
llarly  the  masaed  coanterHtttacka  now 
being  made  by  tha  Oermana  between 
Arraa  and  ^mbrat  are  unable  to  make 
any  permanent  headway.  In  theory  The 
Ma&la'a  correapondant  pats  forward  a 
most  plaanlMa  otratc«y,  bat  there  la 
nothing  to  tadlcate.  even  If  he  haa  aue- 
oee«ed  la  gueealng  at  yon  Ulad^burgTa 
Pi— s.  that  tbere  la  tba  allgbtost  p«s- 
siMHty  «r  tbeaa  proviag  saeeeesful.  It 
the  Oormaa  leader  baa  aay  saeb  #esig«a 
la  vtew  be  baa  reokaaet  wttbaut  the  n»- 
tare  of  the  reelstaaBi  wbleb  eaa  be  o<- 
Nred  oa  any  pan  t  tba  Ft  each  Utmt 
•otay.  fta  baa  riibuit  alao  wtthaat

Cowper,  "if  the  charge  is  not  proven  It 
will  be  equally  necessary  for  this  House 
to  purge  Itself  of  the  member  who  pub- 
licly  forwarded   such  accusations." 

The  Minister  declared  Mr.  Cowper'a 
effort  to  obtain  enlargement  of  the 
commission's  scope  as  being  not  for  the 
purpose  of  changing  the  monetary 
amouqta  aa  stated,  "but  to  embrace 
every  Imaginable  charge  he  can  think 
of  between  now  and  the  date  the  com- 
mission sits." 

Early  in  the  session  Mr.  Cowper  arose 
with  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  of 
the  House  to  discuss,  as  he  said,  a  mat- 
ter of  Importance  and  urgent  business, 
proceeding  under  Rule  S3  of  the  House 
Rules  which  permits  calling  matters 
of  immediate  urgency  to  the  attention 
of  the  House  In  a  pei emptor y  manner. 
He  started  out  to  say  that  the  urgent 
busineaa  was  in  connection  with  state- 
ments he  had  made  when  originally 
msJtlng  his  charge  against  the  Attor- 
ney-General before  the  Leglstoture. 
when  Hon.  John  Oliver  Interrupted  him 
on  a  point  of  order,  asserting  that  he 
understood  the  rule  to  read  that  notlca 
In  writing  must  be  submitted.  It  de- 
veloped, however,  that  Mr.  Cowper  had 
complied  with  this  requisite  of  pro- 
cedure. 

matoter  Objeels 
Following  the  •  interruption.  Mr. 
Cowper  continued  that  he  was  Informed 
the  investigating  commission  had  al- 
ready been  appointed.  He  was  again 
Interrupted  by  the  Minister,  who  ques- 
tioned the  urgency  of  tho  matter  under 
dlscuaaion  and  Its  admissibility  under 
the  rule. 

Mr.  Cowper  said  tliat  a  really  definite 
and  substanttol  point  of  Importance 
was  Involved,  ImporUnt  to  two  mem- 
bers of  the  House.  Although  he  went 
a  long  way  round  In  presenting  hia 
statement,  it  waa.  In  short,  that  he  be- 
lieved that  under  the  wording  of  the 
order-in-council  which  empowered  a 
Judictol  Inquiry  Into  his  original  charge 
that  the  Attomey-Oeneral  received  $36,- 
000  a  counsel  might  have  the  whole 
thing  dismissed.  Hia  grievance  waa 
that  the  wording  of  the  order-ln-councll 
should  havo  stated  315,000,  which  waa 
the  amount  contained  In  his  amend- 
ment to  the  original  charge,  or  should 
at  least  have  provided  for  Inquiry  Into 
336,000,  "or  any  other  amount." 

Mr.  Cowper  also  made  the  mistake  of 
stating  to  the  House  that  the  Judicial 
Inquiry  would  commence  at  11  o'clock 
this  morning,  upon  which  statement  he 
was  promptly  checked  up  by  Hon.  Mr. 
Oliver,  who  corrected  the  wrong  Im- 
pression by  stating  that  the  Inquiry  to 
yet  a  week  off. 

Attorney-Oeneral  Macdonald  stated 
that  the  wording  of  the  ordsr-ln-oouncll 
need  not  be  subject  to  criticism  Inas- 
much as  there  would  be  no  objection 
to,  or  no  attempt  to  prevent,  Mr. 
Cowper  saying  whether  the  aanoont  waa 
$33,000  or  flS,eee  in  ae  far  aa  the  In- 
quiry was  coneemed. 

Mr.  Cowper  was  not  satisfied  with  the 
nsBurance,  insisting  that  he  wanted  an 
undertaking  that  tbe  a'orda  "or  any 
other  sum"  be  Included  In  the  order, 
in-council. 

Bportaataaahlp 
Mr.  M.  B.  Jackson,  LIbsral  membsr 
for  the  Islands,  entered  the  debate  to 
sUte  hia  belief  that  Mr.  Cowper  had 
failed  to  convince  the  Honae  of  any 
urgency  In  his  statement,  or  any  right 
to  proceed  under  the  urgency  rula 

"If  he  has  any  dscency  or  to  any  kind 
of  a  sport  he  will  withdraw  frotai  hia 
present  position.     I,  for  one,  am  aatto-  . 
fied  with   the  statement  of  the  Attor- 
ney-Oeneml,"  he  aald. 

Mr.  Cowper  refused  to  remain  sub- 
dusd,  however,  and  was  sharply  eatled 
to  order  by  the  6peaker  when  In  the 
course  of  further  remarks  he  referred 
to  "tbe  fight  I  had  to  wage  the  other 
day  against  a  doken  members  of  tha 
Housa"  Intimating  that  he  had  been 
subjected  to  cross-fire  and  Intormptlons 
until  he  lost  sight  almost  of  tha  sub- 
ject matter.  He  urged  tha  House  not 
to  let  the  commission  degenerate  Into 
a  farce  and  to  support  his  motion  for 
adjournment  for  further  discussion  on 
the  question. 

Hon.  John  Oliver  arose  to  speak  when 
Mr.  Cowper  forestalled  him  by  Intor- 
Jeoting  the  remark  that  a  motion  to  ad- 
journ is  not  debatabia 

"My  honorable  friend  has  lots  to 
learn,  and  I  venture  to  state  ha  will 
be  taught — If  he  stays  here  long 
enough."  retorted  the  Minister,  pro- 
ceeding to  remark  that  the  House  most 
be  purged  as  a  result  of  the  forth- 
coming inquiry  of  either  one  or  the 
other  of  the  parties  most  interested. 

The  Minister  insisted  that  the  writtan 
statement  provided  by  Mr.  Cowper,  fix- 
ing the  sum  Involved  aa  |SI,eee„  waa 
the  proper  baala  for  record  aad  pra- 
cedum  aad  not  the  earn  oC  tlS.teS. 
which  was  the  result  of  modMeatloa  by 
the  accuser  a  day  toter.  The  Mlatotar 
mentioned  his  own  rseerd  for  -'■^f^ig 
charges,  bat  statod  that  In  tan  years 
of  parliamentary  aattrttj  ha  haa  aerer 
sought  to  ehaage  hts  orlgtaal  stata- 
moata,  aad  he  challenged  Mr.  Oowpar 
ta  abow  oa  the  parllam eatery  Veesrda 
of  tho  Province  any  eaae  where  a 
eimrge  had  been  changed  to  a  dsgrae 
saual  to  that  asked  by  tho  Taaeeaver 
m«nbar.

draaa  before  Ward  i  Conaervatlve  As-~ 
soclation. 

Mr.  Bowser  attacked  the  Oovernmant 
for  Ita  dilatory  tactlca  during  the  prea- 
ent aesaion,  charging  that  while  alx 
weaka  had  elapsed  aince  tha  L.«glsla- 
ture  had  been  summoned,  practically 
nothing  of  a  conatructlve  character  had 
been  done.  Ha  took  exception  to  the 
financial  budget  as  brought  In  by  Pre- 
mier Brewster  on  the  grounds  tliat  It

Becauso  of  the  stock 
they  have  been  accumulating  for  some 
time,  however,  Victoria  wholesalers  are 
selling  to  their  retail  customers  at 
prices  under  the  market,  912,  $12.60  and 
|13  a  barrsl. 

Millars  are  now  fining  difficulty  in 
fllling  orders  for  flour  from  wholesala 
houaas.  Yeaterday  all  United  Stotes 
mllla  wired  that  no  orders  would  be  en- 
tertained unless  accompanied  by  a  de- 
posit of  94  a  barrel.  Heretofore  whole- 
aalera  have  not  been  called  on  for  de- 
posits with  their  orders. 

Flour  advances  have  been  accora- 
panted  by  a  rise  of  5  per  cant  and  up 
In  tha  prtoa  of  blacuits.  with  the  excep- 
tioft  of  aodas.  Two-pound  tins  of  sodas 
manufactured  In  Victoria  and  on  tha 
Coaat  which  a  few  months  ago  aold  at 
25  cants  reUil  are  now  35  cents  whola- 
sals  and  up  to  45  cents  retail. 

Advances  of  from  6  to  7^  per  cent 
will  be  made  on  Monday  in  tha  whole- 
sale prlcea  of  all  soaps.

Mr.  W.  R.  Ross,  M.P.P.  for  Fort 
George,  waa  the  flrst  speaker,  and  he 
briefly  outlined  the  history  of  the  Con- 
servative party  in  Canada,  emphasis- 
ing the  fact  that  all  its  great  achieve- 
menta  had  led  towards  the  further  de- 
velopment of  the  country's  natural  re- 
sources and  a  progressive  policy  in 
every  direction.  The  party,  he  said, 
had  always  proved  Itself  capable  of 
riaing  to  meet  any  crisis,  and  thia  fact 
had  been  splendidly  Illustrated  In  the 
preaent  war.  In  a  few  words  he 
sketched  how  Brltiah  Columbia  had 
been  served  by  each  succeeding  admin- 
istration and  told  how  the  aound  prin- 
ciples of  development  had  been  follow- 
ed during  the  period  of  control  of  Sir 
Richard   McBride  and   Mr.   Bowser. 

"The  T..iberals,"  asserted  Mr.  RosiH 
"hive  tried  to  show  that  everything 
attempted  or  accomplished  by  the  Con- 
servative party  in  this  Province  has 
been  based  on  corruption,  and  that 
they  themselves  were  the  only  pure 
people  on  Ood's  igreen  earth,  wrapped 
in  the  white  flag  of  purity.  The  mag- 
nitude of  the  fallacy  they  have  preach- 
ed haa  been  shown  in  the  events  of 
the  past  few  weeks." 

Mr.  Bowser  declared  that  Conserva- 
tives In  British  Columbia  had  no  rea- 
son to  be  downcast  or  discouraged  at 
tha  trend  of  political  eventa.  Since  the 
Liberals  had  come  into  power  there 
had  been  nothing  but  scandal  after 
scandal  and  the  appointment  of  com- 
lalsslona  to  investigate  chargea  made 
againat  members  of  the  Oovernment — 
not  charges  made  Ijy  Connervatlves.  but 
by  members  of  the  same  party  'afllll- 
ation.  Although  given  a  majority  of 
27  in  the  House,  the  Liberals  were  ob- 
viously divided  In  opinion  and  the  out- 
look for  Mr.  Brewster  and  his  col- 
leagues towards  a  successful  tenure 
of  office  was  by  no  meana  a  rosy  one. 
Z«ek  of  OoBfldeaee 

The  lack  of  confidence  in  his  own 
party's  strength  had  caused  Mr.  Brew- 
ster to  delay  making  announcement  of 
the  three  by-elections,  at  Ladysmith, 
Vancouver  and  Alberni.  The  people  of 
the  Province  now  had  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  Judging  for  themaelvea  what 
Liberal  government  meant,  and  it  was 
Mr.  Bowaer's  opinion  that  at  any  forth- 
coming poll  its  support  would  be  much 
more  faltering  than  In  the  uncertain 
days  of  last  Beptemb^r.  The  aamk 
sentiment,  Mr.  Bowser  felt,  would  be 
aaserted   in   the  Dominion  election. 

"\N'ith  a  brute  majority  and  the 
power  to  put  through  almost  any  leg- 
islation it  might  wiah  to  bring  down." 
said  Mr.  Bowser,  "the  Provincial  Oov- 
ernment has  failed  to  accomplish  any- 
thing worthy  of  note  since  the  begin- 
ning  of   the   aesaion   six      weeks     ago.

REGAINS  HEALTH 


When  it  waa  sleeted  to  power  one 
might  have  expected  a  wholesale  re- 
peal of  statutes  and  tha  substitution 
of  aew  ones.  That  was  tha  impreaston 
one  might  get  after  listening  to  the 
Laberals'  pre-election  talk.  But.  in  the 
same  way  that  the  Laurler  Oovernment 
did  years  ago.  they  simply  clothed' 
themselves  in  Conaervatlve  raiment 
and   railed   it   Liberal. 

"All  the  leglalatlon  that  tbey  have 
brought  down  and  that  t|ey  evidently 
Intend  to  bring  down  la  based  on  the 
Conservative  aUtutes.  Too  would 
think,  that  having  defeated  ua  and 
gone  Into  power  with  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority,  they  would  go  ahead  with 
aome  conatructlve  policy,  but  for  alxty 
days  wefve  been  muckraking.  This 
aessioa  has  been  dlagraceful  from  be- 
ginning to  esd  with  Ua  ehargea  and 
counter-charges  of  oorruptlon,  and  I 
think  the  people  of  Britiah  Columbia 
are  sensible  to  the  want  of  leas  mad- 
slinging  and  more  business.  What  we 
want  la  oourageoua  leglalatlon  and  leas 
of  political  criticism.  We  expect  and 
demand  boataeas,  and  the  Consdrratlve 
membera  of  the  House  are  ready  to  aa- 
slst  the  Oovernment. 

BsdffsC  Zs  OppressiTO 

"The  Province  needa  today  more 
than  anything  else  capital  to 
develop  ita  induatrlea.  There  la 
not  enough  money  at  home  and 
it  muat  be  brought  in  from  out- 
side. If  the  Premier  could  have  ar- 
ranged to  raise  capital  by  loana  I 
think  it  would  be  better  policy.  In- 
atead,  he  is  bringing  in  a  budget  that 
puts  further  burdens  on  an  already 
overburdened  people.  Thia  is  not  the 
time  to  penalise  the  people,  and  they 
can  ill  afford  to  bear  this  new  impo- 
sition." 

Mr.  Bowser  alHo  touched  upon  the 
necessity  of  continuing  Government  as- 
sistance to  shipbuilding,  polntinx  out 
that  under  the  present  law  the  Prov- 
ince stood  no  chance  to  lose  anything 
and  that  It  would  Inevitably  be  the 
means  of  keeping  the  lumber  of  British 
Columbia  forests  on  the  overseas  mar- 
ket during  the  days  after  the  war, 
when  competition  from  all  quarters 
was  bound  to  be  intense. 

Mr.  Sidney  Child  proposed  a  vote  of 
congratulation  to  Mr.  Ross  In  recogni- 
tion of  the  winning  by  his  son  of  the 
Military  Cross  for  gallantry  at  — -th» 
front.

fiotarlans  of  Imposition  of 

Duties   From  Viewpoint  of 
the  Officials. 


"The  work  of  the  eustoma  depart- 
ment of  Canada  la  based  on  )aw:  your 
cuatoms  offlclMa  are  almply  the  paid 
servants  of  the  people  and  they  carry 
out  their  duties  according  to  well 
established  reguUtioaa."  aald  Mr.  F.  W. 
Davey,  chief  surveyor  of  customa  for 
Victoria,  ia  courae  of  an  addreas  be- 
fore the  members  of  the  Rotary  Club 
yeaterday.  "The  peraonal  equation  in 
the  matter  reaolvea  itaelf  into  the 
queatlon  of  our  underatanding  of  the 
olaaaiflcationa  under  which  the  goods 
are  to  be  entered — but  the  business  of 
customs  collection  Is  ao  systematised 
as  to  make  it  difficult  for  misapplica- 
tion of  yie  regulations,"  continued  Mr. 
Davey. 

Mr.  Davey  had  been  invited  to  apeak 
before  the  membera  who  are  busineas 
men  from  time  to  time  having  occa- 
Bl<yn  to  transact  business  with  tho 
customa  Department.  In  view  of  the 
fact* that  frequently  points  were  raised 
in  regard  to  the  entry  of  goods  from 
a  foreign  country  which  might  be  well 
of  explanation  In  close  detail.  Mr. 
Davey^welcomed  the  Invitation,  no  salJ, 
because,  while  the  local  ofHclalH  wore 
employees  of  the  Government  and  In  no 
case  arbitrary  agents,  they  woull  '  be 
glad  to  do  anything  within  the  lattludo 
allowed  them  to  co-operate  wl'.ii  th's 
Importers. 

The  whole  plan  for  the  coUecilon  of 
customs  waa  based  on  two  laws.  The 
first  was  the  Customs  Act,  which  laM 
down  the  basis  of  the  customs  organ- 
isation. Thia  prorided  the  regtilat1onn, 
and  prescribed  the  methods  of  pro- 
cedure in  the  work  of  the  department 
and  dealt  with  the  queatlon  of  refund<i. 
The  second  was  the  Tariff  .\ct,  which 
laid  down  a  list  of  classlAcations  under 
which  goods  might  be  segregated  far 
entry  Into  the  Dominion.  The  rate  of 
duty  was  prescribed  under  each  claasi- 
floation.  The  only  chance  for  error  on 
part  of  the  official  or  the  Oovernment 
waa  In  the  caae  of  improper  olaaaiflcvtlon 
of  the  goods  applying  for  entry.  New 
products  and  new  conditions  were  con- 
tinually met  with,  and  where  a  strong 
doubt  existed,  Ottawa  was  appealed  to 
in  the  matter.  In  the  same  way  a  dlK- 
satisfled  importer  always  had  the  right 
of  an  appeal  to  the  department  head  at 
Ottawa,  provided  he  fulfliled  the  re- 
qulrementa  of  the  .\ot  in  reapect  to 
the  time  limit  within  which  he  waa  re- 
quired to  file  hia  claim.  In  the  flnal 
award  in  the  matter,  It  was  u  well 
established  fact  that  everyone  got  fair 
play. 

Duty  beeame  a  debt  againat  the 
goods  at  the  point  of  entry  into  Canada. 
It  might  be  paid  there,  but  In  cases 
where  the  receiver  waa  far  removod. 
It  waa  more  convenient  for  him  to  pay 
on  delivery.  The  transportation  com- 
pany which  handled  the  goods  through 
the  Interim  became  a  bonded  carrier. 
If  a  Hhortage  occurred  during  transit, 
the  importer  had  recourse  againat  the 
carrier. 

Baals  of  Talus 

The  basis  of  value  upon  which  ap- 
praisal was  made  at  the  point  of  col- 
fectlon  of  the  duty  was  determined  by 
the  price  of  the  goods  at  the  point  of 
purchase  at  the  time  of  shipment,  and 
was  entirely  Independent  of  the  price 
paid  for  the  goods,  whether  higher  or 
lower  than  that.  Customs  offlciala 
throughout  the  Dominion  were  periodi- 
cally advised  of  these  prices  through  a 
branch  of  the  department  which  was 
operated  among  the  export  houses  of 
the  foreign  countries  and  had  recourse 
to  the  books  and  flies  of  those  com- 
panies. Xowadaya  invoice  forms  were 
required  to  be  drawn  so  as  to  show 
the  price  to  the  purchaser  and  the  cur- 
rent market  price  at  the  point  of  pur- 
chase at   the  time  shipment   waa   made. 

There  was  every  reason  to  have  con- 
fldcnce  In  the  local  customs  officials, 
thought  Mr.  Davey.  The  department 
was  thoroughly  organised  throughout 
the  country  and  waa  interlocking  !n  its 
adminiatration  In  auch  a  way  as  to  in- 
dicate at  once  any  regularity.  Invoicea 
were  flled  in  duplicate,  one  sheet  re- 
maining with  the  delivering  branch: 
the  other  going  to  the  Ottawa  depart- 
ment. This  latter  was  subject  to 
acrutiny  in  detail  and  should  there  be 
any  irregularity  It  waa  sent  back  at 
once  for  explanation.  An  Importer  here 
might  reat  assured  that  he  was  paying 
at  exactly  iTie  same  rate  here  aa  In 
any  other  port  of  entry  in  the  Domin- 
ion. Improper  procedure  alone  might 
give  a    port   an    unfair  advanuge. 

The  nation  waa  divided  into  ruatoma 
districts  and  a  corps  of  inapectors  were 
provided  for  each  district.  They  were 
required  to  do  their  work  thoroughly 
and  to  Issue  reporta  periodically  to  the 
department.  Aside  from  that,  every 
featur<>  of  the  work  of  every  port  was 
inspected  annually  by  a  chief  Inapactor, 
who  operated  Independently  of  the  dla- 
trict  inspectors;  so  there  waa  small 
chance  for  irregularities  creeping  Into 
the  work  of  the  offlciala  in  any  partfcu- 
lar  section. 

In  caae  of  error  or  shortage  of  goods 
upon  delivery  to  the  Imtwrter.  It  waa 
necessary  for  him  to  flle  notice  of  the 
shortage  with  the  port  making  the  de- 
livery, within  14  days  of  the  receipt  of 
the  ghods.  in  order  to  make  a  claim  for 
rebate.  Thia  requirement  for  the  riv- 
ing of  notice  of  the  customs  waa  a 
matter  that  needed  to  be  emphasised. 
It  was  sn  sbsolutely  necessary  step  In 
the  eatabllshment  of  validity  la  the 
claim.

Mr.  Nloholaa  Bertucci,  a  resident  ot 
the  city  for  the  paat  fifty-five  years, 
^d  for  the  past  half-century  recognised 
as  one  of  Victoria's  most  prominent 
Italian  citlsens,  died  yesterday  morning 
at  the  age  of  79  years. 

The  deoeaaed  was  bom  In  Lavagna, 
near  Oenoa.

Among  the  lessons  that  the  war  la 
tsacbtng  the  dullest  of  us  is  that  the 
Brltlah  peoples  who  form  the  Bmpiro 
anist  learn  to  know  each  other  better. 
The  soldiers  are  learning  in  camv.  in 
trench  and  in  the  hospitals  that  true 
men  are  to  bo  found  under  every 
clime  and  in  every  race.  The  nurses 
who  are  servins  in  the  Medical  Army 
Corps  are  sharing  this  knowledge.  But 
those  of  us  who  remain  at  home  are 
too  apt  to  conflne  our  sympathies  to 
people .  of  our  own  country,  if  Indeed 
we  allow  that  virtue  exlats  beyond 
the  llmite  of  our  narrow  circle  of  ae- 
auaintance. 

Me  better  service  is  being  done  In 
Ihie  age  than  by  the  men  and  women 
who  with  tongue  and  pen  are  revealing 
to  their  fellewa  the  Uvea  of  tbosa 
from  whom  tbey  are  widely  separ- 
ated. 

For  many  years  Mrs.  Alice  Perrln 
hae  been  writing  of  life  in  India,  that 
great  land  of  which,  in  Canada,  we 
know  and  understand  so  little.  Sha 
is  now  fifty  years  old,  and  since  the 
beginning  of  this  century  has  written 
a  great  many  books  bearing  on  life  In 
the  Far  Bast. 

Mrs,  Perrin  is  the  daughter  of  the 
lata  General'  John  Innes  Robinson,  of 
tha  Bengal  Cavalry.  She  married 
Charles  Perrln,  an  eminent  civil  en- 
gineer, who  was  engaged  in  Indian 
PtdUto  works,  and  who  is  now  em- 
ployed in  Sngland  under  the  Local 
OovM-nment  Board.  Mrs.  Perrln  was 
educated  in  England  and  has  one  son. 

Among  the  books  by  this  writer 
published  recently  are:  "The  Happy 
Huatina  Orounds."  "The  Woman  in  the 
Basaar"  and  "Anglo  ^dlana"  A  book 
Just  from  the  press  ia  "Separation." 
The  editor  of  Tha  Lady's  PlctorUl  has 
devoted  a  leading  article  to  Mra  Per- 
rin's  book,  and  there  is  more  than  one 
reason  why  it  should  ba  read  by  wo- 
men of  our  own  city  and  province.  The 
writer  says: 

What  Is  to  happen  when  the  war  Is 
over.     That  question  continually  forces 
itself  to  the  front  of  our  minds.     We 
know,  and  the  heart  of  many  a  mother 
feels  as  she  face*  it.  that  by  and  by 
the    countries    beyond    the    seas    must 
surely   take   from    the    homeland   sons 
and  daughters  who  will  recognise  that 
they    are    more    needed    "over    there." 
The  boys  will  welcom*  the  larger  life. 
The    girls    must    find    hpisbands.     But 
for   both    sacrifice    and    sorrow    await. 
Only  out  of  great  tribulation  can  come 
the   fulfilment    of     their     destiny,    the 
building  and  rebuildlngr  of  that  Empire 
■  for  which  we  are  now  fighting.     It  is 
not  always  sufficiently  realised  that  In 
keeping  this  mighty  Empire  of  ours  at 
the  standard   whleti   alone   satlsfles   us, 
women  pay  a  very  large  share  of  the 
cost.     A   heavy    reaponalbtllty   rests   on 
them  as  wives,  as  mothers,  aa  workers 
in   its   outposts.     They   have   their   re- 
ward,   their    lives    have    certain    com- 
pensations.    But   many    great    shadows 
darken  their  way,  and  their  paths  are 
anything      but     smooth.      Mrs.    Perrin, 
whose    brilliant    pen    has    drawn      for 
English    readers    some    of  ,ahe    moat 
vivid,  touching,  and  at  the  same  time 
humorous,    pictures      of      Anglo-Indian 
life,  has,  in  her  latest  novel,  "Separa- 
tion,"   dealt    In    her   supremely   sympa- 
thetic and  arreatlntr   way   with   one  of 
tba    grtet    problems    and    aaddest    as- 
peots   of  service   in   the   East.     Sooner 
or   later    this   must    be   faced   by   hus- 
bands and  wives  and  parents.     Is  the 
wife  to  leave  her  husband?     Is  she  to 
part   with  bar  ehlldran?     Where  does 
her  duty  Her    There  are  pitfalls  either 
way.     Exile   must  he  deeply  cut   upon 
the  hearts  of  many  a  man  and  woman 
whose   services   to   their  country   when 
we  count  their  cost  are  every  whit  ss 
great   as   those   now    rendered   on    bat- 
tlefields and  in  the  great  ^waters.     Mrs. 
Perrin  is  a  writer  whose  restraint  Is 
one  of  her  many  great  qualities  as   a 
nevalist.     And  she  is  always  Just.  She 
never    strains    for    effect    or    sacrlficea 
truth  on  the  altar  of  flctioa.     Though 
she    often    eompels      our.     tears,    she 
oheors  no  less  with  her  unfailing  hu- 
mor,   and    alwaya    does    she    send    us 
away   with   much     to     ponder   in   our 
hearts  and  a  deep   longing   to   go  far- 
ther   with    her   alone    the    road    which 
Bha   makes   so    unfailingly   interesting. 
Her    "Separation"    is    a    story    with    a 
purpose  that  may  almost  be  called  Im- 
perial, at   onco*  intensely  pathetic,  and 
ai^lrably   written.     In   view  of  what 
must  happen  to  so  many  of  our  young 
people  after  the  war.   It  is  one  which 
all    ought    to    read    through;    It    deals 
with    India    a    couple    of    decades    age. 
Aa  a  aavel   it  Is  enthralllnr.   but   it  Is 
aansathin*  more  than   a  mere  work  of 
•ctlon.     For.    within    its   pages,   a   wo- 
laaa   af    understaadteg  and   sympathy, 
with   a  pawer  made  doubly   strong  to 
its  admiraMa  aimplfcity,  «aals  with  th^ 
croal    but   iaavlUMa     problooi      which 
faosa  wives     aad     mothara— and   hua- 
baada.   too— exiled   la   those   far   coun- 
trtea  where  England's  honor  and  glory 
has  to  be  so  bravely  upbald." 


MRS.  ALICE  PERRIN 


Richly  as  he  had  earned  freedom  from 
the  toll  aad  anstoty  of  political  life, 
raat  waa  not  yet  to  ba  tha  portion  of 
the  great  Kova  Bcotiaa.  The  seed  he 
had  hhaaelf  sown  ia  maay  aa  eloquent 
apeeek  and  able  letter  waa  about  to  take 
root  aad  aprlag  up  ta  the  Ckaadlan  Con- 
fsdsratton.  Be  biaiaetf  bad  taught  the 
paaf«a  of  Oreat  Brttala  tha  value  af 
tka  Brttlak  Amerfcaa  CatoaSes.  and  kad 
givaft  stoti— IB  the  vtotoa  of  their  Pt- 
tara  ifNataeaa.  Tbat  b«  oppaaed  with 
aB  kte  pawar  aad  eloqueaoa  tha  Umu- 
gaffatloa  ad  tka  plaa  prnpsasd  at  the 
Qm^—  Osafereaoa  ta  still,  aflar  dfty 
years,  one  of  tha  fiddtoa  af  ktotary.

invited  by  his  political  opponent, 
Dr.,  afterwards  Sir  Charles  Tupper. 
The  Invitation  was  declined  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  delay  his  work  as 
Fishery  Commissioner.  It  is  said  that 
he  asked  the  Admiral  for  a  boat  to  do 
some  inspection  on  the  coast  of  Prince 
Edward  Island,  intending  to  make  an  op- 
portunity of  attending  the  meeting,  but 
that  his  request  was  denied  to  the  sub- 
sequent regret  of  the  officer. 

As  is  well  known  the  meeting  was  at- 
tended by  members  from  Canada,  and 
the  plan,  which  ended  in  the  British 
North  America  Act,  was  broached. 
Shortly  after  the  scheme  was  explained 
by  its  advocates  at  meetintrs  through- 
out the  colonies.  In  October  the  Fathers 
of  Confederation  met  in  Quebec  and  for- 
mulated  the  plan  afterwards  embodied 
in  the  Quebec  Act,  which  la  the  consti- 
tution of  Canada. 

The  next  year  Howe  again  entered 
the  political  field,  and  by  letters  and 
8P«eches  organized  and  led  the  Anti- 
confederate  campaign.  He  carried  the 
contest  further,  and  In  a  letter  to  Earl 
Russell  gave  the  grounds  of  his  ob- 
jections. They  are  still  of  Interest  to 
women  who  are  trying  to  understand 
public  matters. 

As  stated  by  Howe  himself,  they 
were: 

1.  That  by  adopting  the  principle  of 
representation  by  population,  the  mari- 
time provinces  will  be  forever  swamped 
by  Canadians. 

2.  That  if  the  Canadam  always  in 
trouble  of  some  sort,  and  two  or  three 
times  in  open  rebellion,  should  repeat 
such  eccentricities,  we  should  ge  com- 
promised and  our  connection  to  the 
Mother  Country  endangered. 

I.  Because  the  plan  of  double  Legis- 
lature tried  in  Scotland  and  Ireland,  and 
swept  away,  is  cumbrous  and  dapensive. 
and  cannot  be  carried  out  without  our 
raising  our  ad  valorem  duty,  which  Is 
now  only  10  per  cent  to  20  per  cent. 

4.  That  when  the  tariff  is  raised,  but 
fSM.OOf  currency  would  be  left  for  de- 
fence. A  sum  utterly  inadequate  for 
any  such  purpose,  while,  nothing  is 
gained  by  weakening  the  unity  of  com- 
mand and  control  now  possessed  by  her 
Majesty's   Government." 

However  Inadequate  these  and  other 
arguments  advanced  may  have  been 
considered  by  Confederates,  they  were 
forced  to  acknowledge  the  ability  of 
the  old   leader. 

In  the  midst  of  the  contest  an  oppor- 
tunity came  for  Howe  to  render  his 
country  good  service,  and  he  embraced 
It  with  the  unselfish  ardor  characteris- 
Clfe  of  a  true  patriot.  Since  1864  the 
Reciprocity  Treaty  had  been  in  force. 
The  United  Staten  had  asked  for  Its 
termination.  A  convention  of  business 
men  from  the  northern  and  western 
States  was  held  In  Detroit  In  1SC5.  It 
was  visited  by  Canadian  delegates,  of 
whom  Howe  was  one.  His  address  was 
delivered  on  the  14th.  "The  audience," 
aays  Professor  Orant,  "was  at  first  hos- 
tile. Oradually  the  skill  and  fire  af 
the  orator  warmed  them.  At  the  last 
these  hundreds  of  hard-hsaded  business 
men  rose  spontaneously  to  their  feet, 
and,  amid  tumultuous  cheering,  by  a 
unanimou|i  standing  vote,  passed  a  re- 
solution recommending  a  renewal  of  the 
treaty." 

At  home,  Howe  had  been  successful  In 
rousing  the  people  of  N'ova  Scotia,  but 
it  was  tu  little  purpose  that  the  Anil- 
Confederate  sentiment  spread.  Tupper 
was  leader  of  the  Oovemment.  He  re- 
fused to  appeal  to  the  people  on  the 
question  of  Confederation,  and,  in  ISM, 
the  Assembly  passed  a  resolution  au- 
thorising the  aending  of  delegates  to 
arrange  with  the  Imperial  Oovemment 
a  scheme  of  union  which  will  effective- 
ly ensure  Just  provisions  for  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  province. 

The  delegates  went  to  London  and 
were  met  there'  by  Howe,  who  denouno-

Quebec  terms  but  the  action  of  Tupper 
in  paaainv  the  resolution  in  defiance  of 
public  opinion.  Tupper  met  the  Lib- 
eral leader  with  the  charge  of  ineonsla- 
tency  if  not  iMincerity,  and  brought 
hia  own  former  arguments  to  bear  in 
favor  of  union.  Howe  was  beaten,  aad 
the  Quebec  Act  was  passed  in  March, 
18(7,  coming  into  force  on  July  1. 

In  the  Federal  election  whloh  follow- 
ed. Tupper  wa:«  the  only  Conservative 
elected  of  the  nineteen  Nova  Bootia 
members.  BUghteen  others  with  Howe 
at  their  head  went  to  Ottawa  to  saeure 
repeal.  In  the  local  houae,  thirty>slx 
out  of  tifirty-elght  members  were  Anti- 
Confederates.  How«  again  want  to 
England  where  aloae  repaal  oould  b« 
secured.  He  soon  bacama  eonvlsead 
that  hia  errand  waa  uaalaas.  Tum>ar 
met  biro  again  and  offered  him  l>cttar 
terma  f«r  tha  provinoa  If  Howa  would 
lay  down  his  anna  and  land  hia  talanta 
to  the  carrying  out  of  the  great  experi- 
ment. Already  a  party  in  N«va  8ooti» 
was  formed  to  prom«ta  aanezatloa  to 
the  United  States.  The  old  Itoyalist 
was  roused.  >{e  foresaw  the  bitterness 
of  bis  bumlliatlortl  but  was  ready  to 
sacrlAoe  hia  awn  fealtngs  ta  ptavant 
the  danger  of  the  sevcraaee  of  British 
relatUma.  Ha  Joined  flir  John  Mac- 
donald's  Cabinet  as  President  of  the 
Council,  and  went  home  to  fkee  his  dis- 
appointed countrymea.  The  news  waa 
thara  bafore  Man.  and  tha  oM  mmn  re- 
turned t«  faae  tha  aacttaatian  tlMt  he 
had  sou  hlwsilf.  Old  friends  and 
young  follawera  alike  desartad  htm. 
That  the  tama  ha  h*d  — Hisd  ware  ad- 
raatagaeas  thay  aoaM  aM  §tmr,  bat  It 
waa  with  dMBeaity  that  ka  waahltalae.

Ia  the  printed  pagm  wfeieh  every  boy 
gin  ahouM  study  who  would  be- 
a  worthy  dtisan  vt  Canada,  there 
is  not  a  trace  of  tha  aaarsaness  which 
aantemporaries  tell  ua  sometimes  marr- 
ed .«ke  apefcen  word.  The  spaaehaa  «ni 
lattara  ware  edited  by  the  master's  own 
hand,  aad  ara  alwaya  modela  of  pure 
■aglMh  and  usaaUy  of  high  sentiment 
aad  deep  thought.  In  many  of  them 
there  is  a  note  of  prophesy,  and  today 
the  closing  paragraph  of  en  oration 
deUvarad  at  a  fkmllr  gathering  in 
Framtaghaai,  Maaaaekaaatts.  haa  a  deep 
aignHloaaoa;

gaaoline  yacht  Falonw,  by  tbe  Oov- 
emment  in  1911  from  the  Pacific  Ma- 
rine Brokerage  Company,  the  members 
of  which  eeboern,  Mr.  De  Orey,  atated, 
were  Mr.  Oeorge  A.  FTaser,  of  Victoria, 
president;  Mrs.  De  Ghrcy  and  Mra.  F. 
W.  Howey,  of-  New  Weatmlnater;  Mrs. 
Oeorge  A.  Fraaer  and  Mlas  Fraser.  of 
Victoria,  and  himself  as  secretfiry- 
treasurer.  He  atated  that  the  fact 
that  two  cheques  for  IS.OOO  had  been 
made  out  was  evidently  an  error  of 
the  then  deputy  attorney-general,  who 
had  passed  upon  the  title.  Those 
cheques  were  made  otrt;  one  to  himself 
>and  one  to  Mr.  Fraser,  but  when  the 
papers  were  produced  It  waa  shown 
that  the  payments  should  be  made  to 
the  Pacific  Maripe  Brokerage  Company 
and   a  chdque   for   |1M99   was   Issued.

We  can  no  longer  speak  objectively 
of  the  Allies.  The  word  is  no  longer 
in  the  third  person  plural,  but  In  the 
first.  We  are  one  of  the  Allies.  We  are 
allied  with  democratic  Britain,  with  re- 
publican France,  with  democratic  Italy 
and  revolutionary  Ruaaia,  to  make  the 
world  safe  for  democracy,  to  root  out 
from  the  earth  the  poison  weed  that  has 
grown  to  overshadow  the  peaceful 
democratic  nations  with  a  follago  of 
terror.  No  more  than  any  of  our  Allien 
shall  we  withhold  an  ounce  of  strength 
from  the  task,  from  the  greatest  blow 
for  liberty  this  nation  has  ever  had  the 
privilege  of  striking. 

Oermany  "does  not  know  America." 
said  Lloyd  Oeorge;  she  pictures  a  gold- 
soaked  nation  which  will  mak*  war  cau- 
tiously with  dollars,  and  does  not  dread 
us.  flh«r  makes  the  same  mistake  she 
made  about  England.  While  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  was .  telling  the  Americana  in 
London.  "We  know  America,  and  we 
also  know  that  now  she  had  said  it  she 
wUl  do  it,"  the  French  and  British 
admirala,  Oraseet  and  Browning, 
were  in  conference  at  Waahlngton 
with  Secretary  Danlele  and  afterwarda 
with  Admiral  Benaon.  Tbe  secretary 
was  giving  the  two  naval  rcpreeenta- 
tives  of  our  democratic  Allies  the  assur- 
ance: 

"We  are  not  preparing  for  a  ehort 
war.  We  are  preparing  for  a  long  war,, 
in  which  we  will  uee  all  our  resources 
to  defeat  the  Oerman  government,  and 
we  Intend  to  fight  te  a  finish." 

Words  that  ware  Inatantly  followed 
by  deeda.  by  the  arrangement  between 
the  British.  French  and  American  ad- 
mirala of  the  plan  for  the  Joint  naval 
action  againat  Oermany.  and  for  tlm 
divlalon  of  the  taak  among  the  three 
fleeta.  In  London  the  American  Ambaa- 
sador  was  pledging,  before  cheering 
Americans  and  British,  the  utmost  en- 
deavors of  his  oountry,  and  the  British 
Premier  was  saluting,  aa  he  said,  "the 
American  nation  aa  comrades  in  arroa" 
In  Washington  the  words  were  being 
translated  into  action  as  they  apoka 

It  is  cheering  and  oomfotting  to 
Americans  to  find  that  their  govern- 
ment, eo  forbearing  and  patient  in  the 
faca  of  provocation,  la  entering  the  war 
with  such  clearness  of  vision,  stich  en- 
ergy of  action,  such  complete  recogni- 
tion of  the  else  of  the  taak  and  tba 
necesaltlea  of  the  sltnation.  A  weak 
government  would  have  paltered  with 
the  taak.  a  stupid  government  would 
have  sought  to  make  war  as  if  we  bad 
no  aUlee,  a  cowardly  government  would 
have  fulfilled  the  Oerman  expectation 
that  we  would  fight  only  with  dollars, 
and  disaster  would  have  4>rought  it  at 
laat.  after  ahameful  leas  of  Uvea  and 
money,  to  the  very  etepa  which  the 
clear-algbted  and  energetic  gevarnmant 
we  have  la  takiag  with  auob  promlalng 
resolution  and  thoroughneaa.  The  Oer- 
man government,  indeed,  doee  not  know 
America. — ^N'ew   Tork  Times.

"No,   not  a  aecood." 

"Oh,  all  right!  What  a  horrible  war 
It  ia"  And  ha  diaappeara  Into  hla  hut 
in  aearch  of  leather  coat,  helmet  aad 
goggles. 

Five  minutes  later,  when  they  are 
both  seated  in  the  machine  and  waiting 
to  atart.  his  mind  acema  etlll  to  ba  oc- 
cupied with  thoughta  of  nourlaUtaent 
in  some  form  as  be  tuma  and  inquires 
"Oot  any  chocolate?

Vhe  VUe«'a  BMatagsm 

For  about  half  an  hour  they  ttall  up 
and  down  behind  our  lines,  climbing 
steadily,  both  taking  a  keen  Interest  In 
any  movement  on  the  ground   below.

They  look  up  and  watch  him.  but  he 
flnds  it  too  hot  for  comfort,  and.  swerv- 
ing round,  goes  back  again,  soon  fading 
away  In  the  dim  distance.     

After  a  whHe  Jimmy  passes  over  a 
note:  "What  height  are  weT"  And  tho 
pilot,  afur  scribbling  an  answer  on  the 
back  and  adding  "What  about  that 
cboeolater'  bandtf'lt  baek. 

A  moment  later  another  scrap  of  pa- 
per ehanges  hands  on  whieh  is  written 
"Have  eaten  it  alL" 

The  pilot  Boowls  and  then  smiles  sar< 
dontoally.  The  machine  suddenly  begins 
to  roll  and  wallow  in  a  most  dlsoon- 
certinc^manner. 

Jimmy,  never  a  good  aatlor.  stands  it 
for  a  fsw  moments,  and  then,  thinking 
it  time  this  aort  of  thing  stopped,  put 
up  his  hands,  one  of  them  holding  a 
large  bar  of  nut  chocolate,  while  hla 
lips  form  a  aoundless  cry  of  "Kara- 
erad." 

Taking  the  Vhotog 

Up  to  now  the  flight  has  been  more 
or  less  of  a  Joy-ride,  but,  the  machine 
having  reached  the  neoeaaary  height  for 
taking  the  pbotographa,  the  work  be- 
glna  in  earnest. 

The  pilot  hands  over  a  brief  note, 
"Am  going  over:  keep  your  eyes  open."

The  aero- 
plane is  traveling  but  slowly,  against 
a  strong  head-wind,  so  that  attacking 
Huns  will  have  tbe  advantage  of  swoop- 
ing down  on  our  friends  down  wind, 
and  how  great  that  advantage  la  the 
roan  on  the  ground  can  hardly  realise. 

The  pilot  scans  the  country  beneath 
him  carefully,  and  when  directly  over 
some  landmark  that  he  haa  choaen  from 
his  map  aa  roughly  in  the  centre  of  the 
area  he  wanta  to  take,  he  releases  the 
shutter.  A  few  swift  movements,  and 
the  exposed  plate  ia  changed  for  a  freah 
one.  which  Is  similarly  exposed  over  tbe 
next  point. 

6o  they  gradually  work  farther  over 
the  lines  until  nearly  all  the  plates  are 
used.  The  last  two  have  to  be  taken 
over  a  difficult  bit  of  ground  which  ap- 
pears to  be  nothing  more  than  a  few 
shell-marked  fields,  and  the  pilot  flnda 
It  hard  to  get  any  central  point  to  fly 
over.  He  finally  decidea  on  a  point 
where  two  tracks  meet  by  a  hedge,  and 
is  manoeuvring  to  get  over  it,  when  the 
Oerman  "Archie"  gunners,  thinking  tt 
time  they  had  something  to  say  on  tlie 
subject,  burst  four  high-exjkloslve  shells 
one  after  another  all  round  the  machine. 

He  starts,  looks  swiftly  round,  and 
then  banks  the  machine  over,  swerving 
away  none  too  soon  frtnn  the  curling 
balls  of  smoke. 

Again  he  works  np  towards  the  chos- 
en spot,  twisting  and  turning  among 
the  bursting  ''Archies,"  and  this  time 
manages  to  take  the  photograph  suc- 
cessfully. 

Only  one  more  is  left,  but  before  there 
is  time  to  take  it  Jimmy  suddenly 
^umps  on  his  seat  and  grabs  his  gun, 
pointing  to  a  msefatne  that  has  ap- 
peared apparently  from  nowhere,  and  is 
diving  down  on  them  from  tbe  aide. 

There  Is  a  brief  stuttering  of  a  ma- 
chine gun.  and  the  attacker  haa  gone 
again  aa  suddenly  as  he  appeared,  hav- 
ing no  desire  to  carry  en  a  prolonged 
fight  since  be  has  failed  In  the  first  at- 
tempt.

At  last  the  job  is  finlsbed.  and.  swing- 
ing round,  they  make  for  our  lines 
again.  Just  as  they  croas  them  a  aheil 
burata  quite  eloac.  and  a  aeeond  later 
the  pilot  faela  ^mattUng  samll  and 
hard  grace  past  his  ear. 

Instinctively  hla  hand  goea  up,  but 
almoat  at  the  same  time  he  oeee  the 
grinning  face  of  hie  observer  watching 
him,  and  realises  that  what  he  thought 
was  a  ateel  splinter  was  merely  a  well- 
aimed  piece  of  silver  paper  that  onoa 
covered  aome  of  the  indlapenaable  choc«> 
lata. 

Ton  mlnutaa  later  they  larid  again  In 
their  aerodrome,  aad  the  camera  aad 
boot  of  plates  are  borne  away  by  a 
waiting  mechanic  for  the  latter  to  be 
developed  and  printed.

try  la  asrtooaly  haapotrad  by  lack  of 
coke,  waa  a  oasa  whara  aoaaldfratloa 
waa  needed.  Tha  OoTammaat  tovlad  a 
coal  and  coke  tax.  as  wall  as  that  aa 
the  minaa.  but  U  tha  mlaaa  ware  aat 
worklnc.  raeelpts  from  tha  bu  wUl  ba 
out  In  half.  If  rooelpts  were  to  ba 
kept  up  to  axpandlturbs.  It  must  ba 
rtsocalMd  that  the  laduatrlas  must  ba 
kept  ffolnc. 

Mr.  Plsher  repeatedly  urted  his  policy 
of  the  "eo-relatlon"  of  all  ladi^ptrlaa. 
urcad  OoTernment  action  to  develop  the 
bl-produeu  of  coke,  and  auMaated  that 
it  mlfht  aot  ba  wise  to  wait  for  prlvau 
enterprise  to  develop  these  kindred  en- 
terprises, but  should  proceed  "to  do  so 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Government. 
The  Industries  of  the  Province,  tn  the 
lent  run,  would  bear  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation, but  care  should  be  taken  that 
they  should  not  bear  any  burden  proper- 
ly aacrlbable  to  propertlea  held  by  those 
who  ahow  no  diaposltlon  to  develop 
them.  Me  urged  a  tax  on  unuaad  water 
row  held  by  concerns  which  force  munl- 
cipalltles  to  pay  for  iu  use:  a  tax  upon 
those  who  held  from  use  large  aupplies 
of  foodatuffe,  thus  forcing  up  prices, 
and  he  argued  at-  length  upon  the  1|d- 
portant  part  a  yeaaonable  cost  of  liv- 
ing bore  to  the  proper  and  full  develop- 
ment of  the 'induatriea  of  the  Province. 
When  the  Province  was  spending  so 
much  on  Royal  Commlaalona  It  might 
properly  appoint  one,  the  work  ot 
which  would  be  to  Investigate  and  deal 
with  the  problems  of  the  high  oost  ot 
living.

While  ha  Jiad.aathla» 
the  provision  made  for  the  supaaannu' 
atlon  of  Govaniment  employcea,  it  was, 
ha  ventured  to  think,  equally  import- 
ant that  some  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  employsM -of  the  great  indua- 
triea who  were  dolnc  quite  aa  great 
work  in  the  intOraats  of  tha  Province, 
and  daily  faoing  dangers  and  the  fierc- 
est competition,  with  no  assurance  that 
'.".  .^''"■^  t*!**  <^o  there  would  be  any  pro- 
vision for  them.  Aii  old-age  pension 
scheme  or  some  such  plan  might  well 
be  considered  by  the  Government.  He 
paid  a  tribute  to  tha  bravery  of  the  men 
bi  tha  mining  Induatry,  and  apeelf Icalty 
referred  to  the  gallant  attempts  of  the 
miners  at  Fernle  to  rescue  the  bodies  of 
their  fellows  killed  in  the  recent  mine 
disaster  there.

Mr.  Ross  expressed  his  regret  that  the 
Premier  was  not  well.  He  hoped  that 
it  wae  aot  due  to  the  Govemmefit  lead- 
er's efforts  on  that  day  when  he  spoke 
•a  the  budget.  The  member  for  Fernle, 
la  referring  to  unUxed  lands,  ehould 
sp«ak  very  easy.  Apparently  under  the 
budget  brought  down  nothing  in  Heaven 
or  earth  remained  untaxed.  That  mem- 
ber had  spoken  of  taxing  water.  Why 
not  tax  the  sunshine  and  the  air? 

Mr.  Ross  touched  upon  the  crlttclsrae 
by  Premier  Brewster,  when  speaking  on 
the  budget,  of  the  methods  in  the  De- 
partment of  Lands,  criticisms  based 
upon  a  report  by  the  auditora.  Messrs. 
Price,  Wsterhouse  dc  Company.  Mr.  Ross 
recalled  that  he  had  apparently  "got  In 
wrong"  with  the  Government  when,  re- 
cently, he  bad  sought  to  sebure  infor- 
mation concerning  the  arrangement 
whereunder  that  Arm  was  engaged  to 
make  an  audit  for  the  Oovprnment.  So 
much  difficulty  had  he  had  in  securing 
the  Information  that  he  had  been  led  to 
believe  there  was  an  effort  on  the  part 
of  th*  Government  to  suppress  the  facts. 
His  abject  had  been  to  ascertain  If  that 
firm  waa  a.  real  enUty  and  if^the  mem- 
bers thereof  were  actually  doing  the 
work  paid  for  by  the  Qovernment  or 
whether  the  affairs  of  the  Province 
were  being  inveatigated  by  a  number 
of  more  or  less  adept  book-keepers.  The 
Province  was  paying  largely,  but  he  wae 
satisfied  the  men  engaged  by  Messrs. 
Price,  Waterhouse  A  Company  were  not 
earning  the  money,  that  a  system  was 
being  used,  a  system  ^f  peonage,  where- 
by young  men  were  doing  the  book-keep- 
ing work,  uaing  the  name  of  the  firm 
and  being  paid  at  a  rate  which  left  to 
the  firm  a  handsome  profit  from  the 
dally  116  wmgea  per  man  and  the  14 
per  day  per  man  expenses,  a  profit  for 
the  use  of  its  name.  The  firm  of 
Messrs.  Price,  Waterhouse  &  Company 
was  not  registered  under  the  Partnership 
Act  of  the  Province  and  the  young  men 
here  were  not  members  of  the  Chsr- 
tered  Aooountanta'  Association  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.

It  was  not  at  all  necessary,  Mr.  Ross 
maintained,  to  go  abroad  to  secure  fully 
competent  accountants  to  undertake  the 
work  of  the  audit.  Becaush  he  had  seen 
fit  to  make  his  inquiries  Into  the  status 
of  the  firm  and  Its  relations  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, that  firm,  Mr.  Ross  asserted, 
had  ssen  fit  to  go  out  of  the  way  to 
make  an  adverse  report  upon  one  par- 
ticular department  in  the  Government, 
the  L.ands  Department,  at  the  head  of 
which  he  had  been  for  a  number  of 
years.  The  Premier,  quoting  from  the 
auditors,  had  referred  to  the  Land  De- 
partment as  tho^  most  muddled  of  all, 
and  yet  in  the  same  speech  he  had  been 
almost  fulsome  In  his  references  to  the 
Forest  branch,  a  most  important  branch 
of  the  department. 

"I  was  hoping  that  after  all  the  In- 
vestigation the  auditors  would  discover 
some  good  things  had  been  done  under 
the  late  administration  and  in  the  de- 
partment of  the  late  Minister  of  lAnds 
We  were  told  by  the  Premier  of  a 
cheque  for  $SI  not  having  been  entered 
up,  but.  Instead,  filed  away  with  the  pa- 
pers relating  to  a  particular  caae.  The 
fact  was  that  payment  related  to  the 
purchase  of  land  and  the  department  had 
written  a  number  of  letters  to  the  per- 
son applying  to  purchase.  No  answer 
had  been  received  and  the  cheque  was 
being  held  in  the  ordinary  departmental 
rouUne  until  the  information  desired 
was  furnished.  Then  there  was  the 
other  case  of  1700  tendered  with  appli- 
cations  In  respect  of  lands  affected  by 
the  Soldiers'  Homestead  Act  of  last 
year.  No  action  had  been  taken  relative 
thereto  for  at  that  time  the  old  Govern- 
ment had  been  defeated  and  the  new  on* 
was  about  to  take  office  and  the  money 
was  held  merely  awaiting  the  decsion 
to  be  mad*  by  the  incoming  Govern- 
ment. 

"I  Uke  pride."  declared  Mr.  Ross, 
"that  In  the  six  years  In  which  I  was 
head  of  the  Lands  Department  we  took 
In  in  revenues  some  124,000,000  snd  dls- 
burswl  18,000,000.  that  that  130,000,000 
passed  through  the  records  of  the  de- 
partment and  I  can  say  truthfully  that 
every  dollar  was  honestly  administered. 
In  tha  face  of  that  record  It  doea  not 
lie  with  the  Premier  to  now  make  a 
patty  charge  oonceming  a  |2«  Item." 
COataaad  Oiadtt 

Neither  the  Premier  nor  the  present 
Mhiiatar  of  Lands.  Mr.  Ross  stated,  had 
been  able  to  ^ve  any  credit  to  the  late 
Government.  The  former  had  dilated 
upon  the  great  progress  of  the  lumber, 
mineral  and  fishery  Induatriea,  and  yet 
It  muat  atand  to  reason  that  such  prog- 


serious  purpose  and  to  make  which  It 
was  necessary  to  go  Into  the  question 
of  the  available  water  powers.  Mr. 
Anderson,  while  a  worthy  man  and, 
perhaps,  a  good  enough  engineer  for  the 
purpose,  was  too  elderly,  he  took  sick, 
lost  his  money  and  railway  ticket  and 
other  effects  and  to  Justify  himself  for 
the  excessive  outlay  on  his  trip,  evi- 
dently decided  to  take  a  fling  at  the 
Minister.  He  reported  that  he  had  to 
go  to  the  Conservative  Association  at 
Fort  George  for  horses.  Perhaps,  Mr. 
Ross  stated,  ho  ought  to  plead  guilty, 
for  that  plan  was  the  same  as  today 
was  being  followed  by  the  Minister  of 
Lands  and  the  Minister  of  Public 
Works. 

Mr.  G.  G.  McGeer  (Richmond):  I 
hope  I  shall  never  follow  such  a  plan, 
nor  any  other  member  of  this  House. 
Mr.  Ross  opined  that  that  remark 
only  showed  that  the  member  for 
Richmond  suffered  from  the  malady  of 
youth  In  all  its  malignant  forms.  He 
•tated  that  Mr.  Anderson  had  figured 
out  what  his  cost  for  wages,  etc..  would 
be  and  when  he  got  to  the  north  coun- 
try he  found  it  would  be  very  much 
more.  He  had  simply  gone  out  of  his 
way  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the  new 
Minister  of  Lands  by  attacking  the 
old. 

Hon.  "Mr.  PattuUo:  I  never  spoke  to 
the    gentleman. 

'Mr.  Ross:  All  I  can  say  is  that  1 
went  to  the  department  to  get  a  copy 
of  Anderson's  report  and  was  told  It 
wss  In  the  hands  of  the  Minister. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo:  I  kept  it  so  that 
It    would    not    disappear. 

"What,  BO  soon?  Does  my  honorable 
friend  suspect  his  new  friends  In  his 
department  so  soon?"  retorted  Mr 
Ross. 

BIdloaloa*  BaaMr 
Mr.  Ross  went  on  to  refer  lo  a 
statement  made  by  the  member  for 
Omineca  (Mr.  A.  Manson)  the  correct- 
ness of  which  he  could  not  be  certain, 
for  he  had  r^ad  It  in  The  Victoria 
Times.  It  was  to  the  effect  that  it  had 
cost  130.000  to  elect  him  (Mr.  Ross). 
It  was  a  ridiculous  statement  and  one 
which.  If  made  on  hls^^  responsibility 
as  a  men»ber  of  the  House,  showed  the 
member  for  Omineca  was  suffering 
from  the  same  complaint  as  the  mem- 
ber   for    Richmond. 

Mr.  Manson:  Rumor  said  it;  I  did  not 
'Mr.  Ross:  My  young  friend  will 
probably  realise  as  he  grows  older  that 
It  is  unwise  to  put  too  much  depend- 
ence upon  rumor.  I  might  suggest 
that  I  thought  my  young  friend  ap- 
peared nervous  when  the  name  of  Mr. 
D.  McLeod,  who  figured  In  the  recent 
P.  O.  E.  InvestigaUon,  was  mentioned 
here. 

Mr.  Manson  declared  with  heat  that 
Mr.  McLeod  was  a  personal  friend  of 
his  and  If  It  was  Intended  to  Inalnuata 
that  ha  had  ever  received  a  cent  from 
him  he  (Mr.  Manson)  could  deny  It 
absolutely. 

"I  never  suggested  It."  replied  Mr. 
«oss.  "I  should  say  he  never  needed 
a  campaign  fund. 

Mr.  Roaa  referred  to  the  pre-election 
promlaea  of  the  members  of  the  present 
Government,  but  ha  could  not  see  any 
algns  of  that  progressive  spirit  so 
marked  In  the  "near-ministers."  Kor 
instance  the"  member  for  Kemie  could 
never  have  been  talked  to  in  caucus  In 
view  of  some  of  his  practical  sugges- 
tions. Evidently  that  I7.I00  pisced  In 
the  estimates  as  the  sslsry  for  the 
Premier  did  not  include  the  portfolio 
of  mines  and.  perhaps,  the  near-min- 
isters were  hewing  to  the  line  in  the  ' 
hope  they  would  be  considered  after  the 
session  ended  and  the  cholc*  cam*  to 
be    made. 

Referring  to  tha  expenditurea  pro. 
poaed  for  tha  work  of  the  department 
of  lands.  Mr.  Ross  regretted  that  tha 
Item  for  trade  expansion  In  tha  lumber 
Industry  had  been  so  materially  cut 
and  that  only  fU.OM  waa  propoaed. 
That  did  not.  ha  opined.  Indicate  a 
•*rloua  effort  at  trade  axpaasioa  for  a 
moat  ImporUat  Induatry.  He  waa  glad 
to  aee  that  the  well-boring  azprn^i- 
meats  initiated  by  tha  lata  Oovammant 
would  ba  carried  on  as  it  was  an  im- 
portant work  with  far  faaehlag  p*». 
Blbllltlea. 

Tha  traatoMnt  of  th*  laU  D*paty-Mto- 
Istar  of  Landa.  Mr.  Rosa  av*rr*d.  waa 
moat  uBjuat.  Mr.  Raawick  was  a  man 
of  wid*  experience,  able  to  d»  m  full 
capacity  of  work.  and.  so  far  as  could  b* 
l*amad,  th«ra  had  baan  aa  charg* 
agalaat  hlnk  Caaaidertng  hi*  abiUty 
aad  •xvtHmf.  ha  ahaald  at  least  have 
baan  gtvaa  aaothar  poaitloai  If  it  wa* 
deemed  Inadvisable  andar  th*  a*w  polley 
to  be«p  him  In  tha  old  one.  The  quao- 
ilon  of  patronage  had  been  thr«*h«l 
mar*  or  less  threadbar*.  bat  th«  Oavera- 
ment'a  eaurse  required  axplaiMtion  la 
*l«w  vC  th*  »r*-*l*cttoa  fiaailaaa  of  Ita 


members.  It  was  to  be  noticed  that  the 
city  of  Prince  Rupert  was  well  repre- 
sented In  new  appointments  to  the  Land 
Department.  One  gentleman  appointed 
at  llgo  per  month  was  to  be  given,  un- 
der the  estimates,  another  |20  per 
month. 

Bsnamberad  Ml*  Vrlaad* 
Prince  Rupert,  Mr.  Ross  opined,   must 
be  a  good   place  to   hale   from   as   long 
as   the  present   Minister   of   Lands   was 
In   office.      There   was   an  apparent   rea- 
son   why    the      new      Deputy      Minister 
should   be  given   more  than   the   former 
official    who    had    years    of    experience. 
The  Minister's  secretary,   too,   who  also 
came  from  Prince  Rupert,  was  starting 
at  11  to  per  month,  when   the  secreUry 
of  tha  former  Minister  started   a€  $117 
and  waa  advanced  only  after  some  years 
hard  work.     He  referred  to  the  Minister 
of  Public  Works    (Hon.   Dr.   King)   as  a 
man   who  had  gained   the  reputation  of 
being  the  most  silent  of  them  all,   one 
whom    he   could    not    recall    had    so    far 
spoken     In  the     Legislature.     Mr.   Ross 
hoped   the  House   would   hear   some  ex- 
position  of   the   policy    of    that   deparf*^ 
ment,    hear    why    It    was    necessary    to 
send  a  young  man  named  Small  to  take 
over   the  duties  of   the     road      superin- 
tendent where  everything  was  satisfac- 
tory  in  regards   to  sccounts  and    work. 
Mr.  Small  was  for  years,  he  understood, 
a       consistent       Liberal     and     In     con- 
fidential relationship  with  the  ministers. 
Mr.    Ross    protested    at    the      curtail, 
mant        of        the        grant        to        Fort 
George     for       road     purposes,     declar- 
ing  that     that     section     needed     great 
development      along      that        line      was 
receiving     only     as    much   as      Cariboo 
where   for  years  there  had   been   excel- 
lent  road   facilities.      Fort   George   was 
not       receiving     the     consideration     It 
deserved  or  was  entitled  to.    He  regret- 
ted  to  see   that  only   12.000   was   to   ba 
apent  on   the   continuation   of    the   dry- 
farming  experimenta  in  the  interior  dry 
belt.      It   could   only      lead   to    the   con- 
cluaion  that  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
who  was  said   to   be  an   expert  former, 
thought  nothing  could  grow  outside  his 
own   fertile  section   of  the   Delta.      The 
Minister   should    get    that    idea    out    of 


his   head,   advised   the  member  of  Fort 
George. 

An  announcement  by  the  Government 
should  be  made,  Mr.  Ross  suggested, 
as  to  what  will  be  the  policy  in  respect 
of  the  poll  tax  to  be  levied.  Would  It 
be  made  a|M»llcable  to  the  new  women 
voters  who  were  being  given  tha 
franchise? 

As  the  representative  for  Fort 
George,  Mr.  Ross  pointed  to  the  Im- 
perative necessity  of  the  completion  of 
the  P.  G.  K.  Nothing,  he  believed,  was 
to  be  gained  by  a  further  Investigation, 
one  already  pretty  well  pushed  ahead 
by  the  Minister,  and  especially  by  his 
deputy,  the  member  for  North  Van- 
couver. He  (Mr.  Ross)  had  never  seen 
anyone  so  keen,  as  if  he  would  not  be 
satisfied  unless  he  was  haling  someone 
before  the  bar  of  the  House.  Rumor 
had  it  that  if  the  Government  decided 
to  adopt  the  principle  of  government 
ownership  there  would  be  some  plums, 
and  undoubtedly  the  member  for  North 
Vancouver  was  entitled  to  one  of  them. 

Mr.  Ross  regretted  that  the  Govern- 
ment had  not  seen  fit  to  comply  with 
the  requests  from  the  Pouce  Coupe 
country  iTor  a  supply  of  seed  grain.  He 
argued  the  present  was  not  the  time 
to  Impose  higher  taxes,  but  rather 
should  the  pdllcy  of  the  late  Govern- 
ment be  followed!) — to  wait  until  after 
the  war  Is  ended.  The  Government 
had  the  authority  of  the  Act  passed 
last  year  to  borrow  what  It  needed  to 
carry  on   until   the   end  of  the  war. 

The  Premier  appeared  to  place  more 
store  on  his  reputation  as  a  man  who 
carried  out  his  pre-election  promises 
than  of  doing  something  of  real  benefit 
to  the   people. 

Hon.  Mr.  Oliver — Tou  don't  suggest 
we  are  Increasing  taxation  because  wa 
like  It? 

"No.  Just  to  ahow  your  authorit.v," 
rejoined    Mr.    Ross. 

Talking  of  pre-election  promises,  Mr. 
Ross  recalled  that  nothing  had  as  yet 
been  heard  from  the  Attorney-General 
as  to  the  smendment  to  the  Elections 
Act  to  prevent  election  frauds,  "plug- 
ging" and  other  irregularities.  It  had 
been  a  favorite  slogan  of  tha  LIberala 


to  "smash  the  machine."  If  there  had 
been  such  a  machine  It  hail  been  ef-j 
fectually  smashed,  but  It  did  not  take 
long  to  build  one  mure  efficient,  oiiei 
fully  controtlad  by  the  parly  of  purity 
In  power.

Enemy  Detachment  Completely 
Annihilated  in  Effort  to  Cap- 
ture British  Post— 'Prodigal 
Waste  of  Men. 


WITH  TMK  BRITISH  ARMIES  IN 
arRANCR,  April  a«.— A  Britlah  poat  d«> 
S«ntilnt  part  of  the  Oulllnnont  farm 
•merged  vlctorloiia  yesterday  from  one 
«f,  the  moat  flarcely  fousht  of  th« 
countleaa  oounter-actlona  which  m«d* 
the  day  replete  with  bitter  flfhtinv,  by 
fctUlns  oft  every  one  of  the  Oerman  aa- 
SbtUnta. 

During  the  night  Britlah  troopa  had 
battered  forward  to  take  the  farm  and 
'm  Ktretch  of  front  2,000  yard*  eaat  of 
T^emplre.  Hill  140,  to  the  north,  had 
fallen  Into  Britlah  handa  after  a  away- 
Ing,  deaperate  battle. 

Hardly  had  the  Tommiea  atarted  to 
(dig  thamaelvea  in  on  thia  hard-won 
sround  when  a  German  counter-attack 
iCame  In  blinding  force.  The  enemy'a 
(guna  dag  treat  burial  hole*  for  the 
thouaanda  of  their  dead,  but  llkewlae. 
tiy  their  ah^er  Intenalty,  gave  the  ad- 
ivandng  Oermana  a  brief  foothold. 

All  o««r  the  farm  the  battle  raged. 
.The  enemy  managed,  at  terrible  coat,  to 
regain  part  of  it,  but  to  the  weat  one 
Britlah  poat  atood  aa  adamant  On  It 
heat  'wave  after  wave  of  the  atta«k. 
The  laat  and  moat  violent,  caught  full 
In  the  face  tha  trenendoua  Are  of  the 
drfendera'  machine  guna,  halted,  waver- 
ed and  literally  melted  into  heapa  of 
tfead  and  twiated  ahapea.      The  Britlah 


held  the  line. 

The  name  sort  of  nghting  waa  In  pro- 
greaa  at  a  aoore  of  places  on  the  Britlah 
front,  but  it  had  abated  juat  a  trifle  from 
the  ferocity  of  the  night  attache.  There 
baa  been  no  time,  for  the  moat  part,  to 
bury  the  dead.  The  Germany,  particu- 
larly, have  been  too  occupied  In  rein- 
forcing their  bleeding  dlvlslona  and  In 
trying  to  launch  counter-attacks  to  take 
care  of  their  now  useless  fragmenta. 
Everywhere  they  litter  the  flelda. 

Deapite  theae  tremendoua  counter-at> 
taeka  which  the  enemy,  prodigal  of  hla 
men,  la  hurling  all  along  the  line,  the 
Brltiah  are  holding  their  ijioat  Important 
gain  a. 

The  flghtlng  today  for  the  moat  part 
la  along  the  Scarpe.  The  enemy  la  loa- 
Ing  not  only  in  thouaanda  by  counter- 
attacka.  but  everywhere  the  deadly  ac- 
curacy of  the  British  artillery  la  adding 
to  <ithe  toll.

At  one  place  enemy  troops  dis- 
played a  placard  en  which  wee  written: 
"Russians,  do  net  attack.  We  also  will  not 
attaok."

FRENCH  HKAOQUARTBRS  IN 
FRANCK.  Wedneaday  evenlngr,  April 
t6. — '(From  a  ataS  correapondent  of  the 
Aaaoclated  Preaa). — The  Oermana  today 
unaucceaafuUy  hurled  maaaea  of  men 
agalnat  Uurteblee  farm,  weatward  of 
Craoane.  The  only  reault  of  several 
atrong  Oermaa  attenapta  to  recover  the 
territory  won  from  them  in  the  last 
week'a  aevero  fighting  waa  an  anormoua 
aacrlflce  of  aome   of  their   beat   troopa. 

During  theae  attacka  the  cor- 
respondent watched  the  French  artil- 
lery hurling  wide  ealvoa  of  ahella. 
which  dropped  with  methodical  pre- 
claion  on  the  Oerman  llaea  further 
eaatward  in  the  vicinity  of  VlUe-au- 
Bole.  The  Oermana  were  moat  re- 
luctant to  aurrender  thia  poaltion,  aa 
It.  with  Craonne,  formed  one  of  the 
plllara  of  their  line  here.  They  atill 
hold    Craonne. 

The  correapondent  heard  from  com- 
batanta  at  Ville-aux-Bola  a  atlrrlng  nar- 
r(.tlve  of  the  French  attack.  The  cap- 
ture of  the  village  forma  one  of  the 
meet  brilliant  eplaodea  of  the  recent 
flfehting.      A    regiment    commanded    by 

Col.   waa    the    formation   to   which 

fell  the  task  of  capturing  two  wooda — 
that  Bola  dee  Buttaa  and  the  Bola  des 
Boches — between  which  Ilea  the  Tillage 
ot  VllIe-auz-Bola.  Thia  regiment  did 
its  work  ao  well  that  at  the  end  of  the 
first  day  it  had  taken  many  hundreds 
of  prisoners  and  dosens  of  machine 
guna.  The  prisoners  alone  numbered 
more  than  the  Frenchmen  who  made  the 
attack,  while  the  French  caeuaiyee, 
owing   to   the   care   with   which    the   at

tnck  was  organlaed  and  carried  out, 
were  almoat  incredibly  light.  Thepria- 
i  oners  including  every  living  Officer  ex- 
cept the  colonel  and  all  the  remaining 
men  of  an  entire  Bavarian  regiment. 
The  colonel  eacaped  becauae  hla  poat  of 
command  was  more  than  four  milea  be- 
hind the  fighting  line. 

The  Germane  fought  with  the  utmost 
determination.  All  their  machine  gun 
operators,  who  were  mostly  non-commla- 
aloned  ofifcers,  especially  appointed,  died 
at   their  guna. 

A  Pruasian  regiment  waa  sent  up 
later  to  face  the  French  and  has  aince 
offered  the  most  stubborn  realatance. 
It  has  been  unable,  however,  to  prevent 
the  French  from  advancing  still  fur- 
ther, until  they  are  now  before  .Twin- 
court,  which  for  the  moment  la  under 
thep  rotectlon  of  the  Oerman  guna  at 
Craonne.

WASHINOTON,  April  2«.— British 
Foreign  Secretary  Balfour  and  Secre- 
tary McAdoo  have  arrived  at  a  com- 
plete undereUndIng  on  queationa  af- 
fecting finance,  trade,  ahlpplng.  bank- 
ing, exchange  and  kindred  problems,  it 
area  announced  today. 

The  working  out  of  the  details  of  the 
broad  princlplea  outlined  will  form  the 
noajor  portion  of  the  next  ten  daya' 
work  of  the>  commlaalon.  The  fore- 
moat  point  of  difference  between  the 
American  and  the  Bntente  Obvemmenta 
relatea  to  trade  tioth  with  the  enemy 
and  with  neutral  countriea.  There  la  a 
gap  between  the  extreme  which  thia 
Oovornment  bellevea  juatifled  under  In- 
ternational law  and  the  practlcea  of  the 
Alliea.  Aa  a  reault  the  United  SUtea 
will  paaa  aa  atrlct  a  law  aa  poaaible 
and  allow  the  Kntente  natlona  to  carry 
out  other  reatriotlona  which  they  have 
found  neceaaary.

— In  the  House  of 
Lords  today  Admiral  Lord  Bereaford 
eriticiaed  the  Admiralty's  weekly  re- 
turns of  shipping  losses  as  "seriously 
misleading,  since  they  omit  the  losses 
of  neutrals,  through  which  this  country 
la  now  being  really  fed,  while  the  totals 
of  arrivals  and  departures  include  both 
neutral  and  Allied  vessels."

One  more  exaranie  is  the  Wansdylte. 
which  can  still  be  seen  runnlitg  for 
nearly  flfty  mIlea  from  the  neighborhood 
of  Hiingerford.  England,  almost  as  far 
as  Bristol.  The  men  of  Weseez  threw 
this  up  to  save  themselves  from  the  In- 
rt>ada  of  the  Mercian  warriors  under 
the  great  King  Offia.
